might be jeopardized if th: State 
failed to comply with the Federal 
requirements as to administra- 
tion. 

The request for reconvening the 
Legislature, which ended its reg- 
ular legislative work late yester- 
day, recessing to Aug. 23, was 
made by the Governor to President 
Pro Tem Frank P. Briggs of the 
Senate and Speaker Howard El- 
liott of the House, in special de- 
livery letters sent to their homes 
in Macon and St. Louis County. 

Speaker Elliott Willing. 

Speaker Elliott, who was still in 
Jefferson City, said he was willing 
to reconvene the House as soon 
as it should be indicated that the 
members agree with the Gover- 
nor’s position. 

“J will write to the members,” 
Elliott said, “and ask them to re- 
consider their action, and if the 
response is favorable, I will ask 
the Appropriations Committee to 
meet to consider this proposal. If 
the committee acts favorably, I 
shall call the House back.” 

Signs 68-Million Security Bill. 

Donnell announced his action in 
@ message approving the big social 
security appropriation bill, which 
carries $68,911,460 in State and 
Federal funds for the State’s so- 
cial security program for 1943 and 
1944. The total includes $52,750,000 
for old age pensions, half from 
State and half from Federal 
funds. 

Approval of the bill will release 
the July pension checks for the 
108,000 persons on the pension roll. 
The checks, which have been held 
up since July 1, will go into the 
mail Monday, it was said, 

The bill provides $2,750,000 of 
State and $1,710,000 of Federal

BILLION MARK: PASSED 
IN DEMAND DEPOSITS 
HERE FOR FIRST TIME 


EMAND deposits in St. 

Louis banks crossed the bil- 

lion dollar mark for the first 
time in the city’s history last 
week. The St. Louis Clearing 
House Association réport cov- 
ering the week ended Friday 
revealed a total of $1,010,510,000, 
with an increase of $40,904,000 
during the week. 


The building up of demand 
deposits in the local banks as 
elsewhere throughout the coun- 
try has originated mainly in the 
financing of the war program 
through the sale of Government 
securities. 


Since the close of December, 
1941, a few weeks after Pearl 
Harbor, there has been an in- 
crease of $207,036,000 in demand 
deposits.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
Petroleum Administrator Ickes an- 
nounced tonight that he expected 
to equalize gasoline rationing in 
the area between the East Coast 
and the Rocky Mountains within 
the next 30 to 60 days. 

Ickes said that completion on 
Monday of the Big Inch pipeline 
from Texas to the East Coast 
would release a large number of 
railroad tank cars which would be 
used to divert gasoline from the 
Midwest and Southwest to the 
Eastern Seaboard, and thus make 
possible the equalization. No 
change was indicated for the West 
Coast. 

The discrepancy which Ickes 
said may soon be remedied ‘now 
gives an Eastern A book holder 


less than one and one-half gallons 
per week, none of which can be 
used for, pleasure driving, while a 
similar driver in the Midwest or 
Southwest has four gallons a week 
to use as he pleases. 

“How much gasoline the aver- 
age motorist will, get when..this.

The standardized coupon was 
expected, as a result, to be be- 
tween two and three gallons. 

No statement was available 
from the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, which actually handles the 
mechanics of rationing based on 
recommendations from Ickes’ of- 
fice; but the Ickes announcement 
was cleared with OPA before its 
release to the press, and the an- 
nouncement coincided with views 
expressed by OPA Chief Prentiss 
M. Brown earlier in the week. 

Support of Oil Industry. 

Ickes said the announcement 
also was made “with the knowl- 
edge and full suport of the oil in- 
dustry.” 

He added, “with the completion 
Monday of our Big Inch pipeline 
from Texas to New York and Phil- 
adelphia, railway tankcars can 
soon be released for assignment to 
other areas. This offers the trans- 
portation flexibility for which we 
have been working for many 

onths. 

“We are recommending that

Strong German opposition was 
beaten down by an avalanche of 
Soviet machines, including sturdy 
American-made Sherman tanks. 
In yesterday’s fighting in the 
Orel-Kursk sectors, 168 German 
tanks were knocked out, and 106 
planes shot down in combat and by 
antiaircraft fire, the bulletin said. 
At the southern end of the active 
front, the war bulletin noted only 
scouting engagements in the Bel- 
gorod sector, 165 miles below Orel. 
The Germans drove a wedge into 
Russian positions there early this 
month, but were contained by the 
time the Russians struck their 
huge counterblow in the north. 
The specific areas where the 
fresh advances occurred were not 
disclosed in the bulletin, but the 
Russians had been reported only 
27 miles north of Orel, 25 or 28 
miles on the east, and 25 miles to 
the south in their three-sided on- 
slaught.

Churchill demand, intimated that 
Italy had strung along with Hit- 
ler too long to turn back because 
“even if Italy surrendered it 
would not mean that she would 
have found peace once again.” 
“Tf, as the British and Amert- 
cang say, their goal is Berlin, then 
their way to it is Italy,” the broad- 
cast said.

Free Speech, Press and 
Religion—Fascist Party 


to Be Abolished. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 17 (AP).— 
The United States and Britain 
have set up a new kind of military 
government in Sicily, establishing 
for the first time concrete evi- 
dence of the principles for which 
the Allies are fighting. 

The military government's job 
is to make areas in the rear of 
combat forces not only militarily 
secure but politically secure. 

“No i political activity of any 
kind will be permitted,” said an 
official announcement. “The Fas- 
cist party will be abolished.” 

Not content with destroying the 
framework of Fascism, the party 
itself, the military government 
will strike at its doctrines by see- 
ing to it that freedom of religious 
worship, freedom of speech and 


freedom of the press are upheld— 
“within military necessity,” an of- 
ficial announcement said today. 
It will attempt to assure civilians 
of freedom from want by supplying 
needed. medicine and food and 
supervising rationing. Discrimina- 
tion on the basis of race, creed or 
color will not be permitted. 

This brand new branch of the 
Allied force, called AMGOT after 
the initials of its name, Allied Mil- 
itary Government of Occupied 
Territory, is staffed by British and 
American officers who have re- 
ceived special training in govern- 
ment. These officers accompanied 
the invasion forces to Sicily. 

Alexander Military Governor. 

Gen. Sir Harold Alexander is the 
military governor of Sicily and 
AMGOT officers will carry out his 
proclamations, 

AMGOT itslf is headed by Maj. 
Gen. Lord Rennell of Rodd as 
chief civil affairs officer. Brig. 
Gen. Frank J. McSherry of the 
United States is deputy chief. 

Former Gov. Charles Poletti of 
New York is in Gen, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's civil government di- 
vision, but it is not known wheth- 
er he now is in Sicily. A British 
correspondent reported a former 
New York Governor was in the 
invasion fleet but did not give his 
name, 

The official announcement, while 
asserting AMGOT had “no political 
implications of any kind,A said that 
it would destroy the “influence of 
Fascism,” and make “no negotia- 
tions with exiles or refugees.”

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN SICILY, July 14 (delayed).— 
Italian soldiers are surrendering 
by the thousands and their stom- 
achs are being gladdened and their 
smiles broadened every day by ra- 
tions C and K until today their 
thoughts are beginning to turn to 


politics. 

Large concentration centers 
have been set up for them but they 
could hardly be called camps or 
cages or stockades since the Ital- 
ians’ disinclination to leave good 
food makes it possible for a half 
dozen American troopers to guard 
hundreds of their. willing guests. 

Many Italian prisoners have al- 
ready been sent back to North 
Africa, presumably to be trans- 
ported thence to places better sup- 
plied with food, possibly the 
United States or Canada. 

Burden on Supplies. 

Meanwhile, the prospect of their 
number swelling from the thou- 
sands to the hundreds of thou- 
sands presents a problem of sup- 
ply which is beginning to burden 
our commissary officers. 

The United States Army is feed- 
ing prisoners the same rations as 
our soldiers get. The Italians re- 
ceive breakfast, dinner and sup- 
per exactly as the Americans and 
they are having some difficulty in 
finding their way about in our 
scientific food boxes, 

In the K breakfast box the Ital- 
ians dig around, eat the biscuits, 
devour the cheese and then find 
a little silver foil package of in- 
stant coffee. They whoop with 
joy. They love coffee more than 
any people on earth and for from 
two to four years they haven't 
had any. 

Their first sight of American 
coffee sent Italians into ecstasies. 
It impressed them more than the 
sight of our troops marching with 
endless lines of tanks and guns 
or our innumerable ships or our 
fleets of airplanes. 

They had anticipated that the 
Americans .would be liberally sup- 
pHed with weapons, but they had 
almost forgotten that any nation

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

The United States and Britain 
have set up a new kind of military 
} government in Sicily, establishing 
for the first time concrete evi- 
dente of thé principles for which 
the Allies are fighting. 

The military government's job 
is to make areas in the rear of 
combat forces not only militarily 
secure but politically secure. 

“No political activity of any 
kind will be permitted,” said an 
official announcement. “The Fas- 
cist party will be abolished.” 

Not content with destroying the 
framework of Fascism, the party 
itself, the military government 
will strike at its doctrines by see- 
ing to it that freedom of religious 
worship, freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press are upheld— 


“within military necessity,” an of- 
ficial announcement said today. 
It will attempt to assure civilians 
of freedom from want by supplying 
needed medicine and food and 
supervising rationing. Discrimina- 
tion on the basis of race, creed or 
color will not be permitted. 

This brand new branch of the 
Allied force, called AMGOT after 
the initials of its name, Allied Mil- 
itary Government of Occupied 
Territory, is staffed by British and 
American officers who have: re- 
ceived special training in govern- 
ment, These officers accompanied 
the invasion forces to Sicily. 

Alexander Military Governor. 

Gen. Sir Harold Alexander is the 
military governor of Sicily and 
AMGOT officers will carry out his 
proclamations, 

AMGOT itslf is headed by Maj. 
Gen. Lord Rennell of Rodd as 
chief civil affairs officer. Brig. 
Gen. Frank J. McSherry of the 
United States is deputy chief.

Alexander Milifary Governor. 

Gen. Sir Harold Alexander is the 
military governor of Sicily and 
AMGOT officers will carry out his 
proclamations, 

‘AMGOT itslf is headed by Maj. 
Gen. Lord Rennell of Rodd as 
chief civil affairs officer. Brig. 
Gen, Frank J, McSherry of the 
United States is deputy chief. 

Former Gov. Charles Poletti of 
New York is in Gen, Dwight D.

Italians Amazed 


That U.S. Army 
Has Real Coffee 


Yanks’ Rations Im- 
press Them More 
Than Weapons.

IN SICILY, July 14 (delayed).— 
Italian soldiers are surrendering 
by the thousands and their stom- 
achs are being gladdened and their 
smiles broadened every day by ra- 
tions C and K until ‘today their 


thoughts are beginning to turn to 
politics. 

Large concentration centers 
have been set up for them but they 
could hardly be called camps or 
cages or stockades since the Ital- 
ians’ disinclination to leave good 
food makes it possible for a half 
dozen American troopers to guard 
hundreds of their willing guests. 

Many Italian prisoners have al- 
ready been sent back to North 
Africa, presumably to be trans 
ported thence to places better sup- 
plied with food, possibly the 
United States or Canada. 

Burden on Supplies. 

Meanwhile, the prospect of their 
number swelling from the thou- 
sands to the hundreds of thou- 
sands presents a problem of sup- 
ply which is beginning to burden 
our commissary officers. 

The United States Army is feed- 
ing prisoners the same rations as 
our soldiers get. The Italians re- 
ceive breakfast, dinner and sup- 
per exactly as the Americans and 
they are having some difficulty in 
finding their way about in our 
scientific food boxes, 

In the K breakfast box the Ital- 
ians dig around, eat the biscuits, 
devour the cheese and then find 
a little silver foil package of in- 
stant coffee. They whoop with 
joy. They love coffee more than 
any people on earth and for from 
two to four years they haven't 
had any. 

Their first sight of American 
coffee sent Italians into ecstasies. 
It impressed them more than the 
sight of our troops marching with 
endless lines of tanks and guns 
or our innumerable ships or our 
fleets of airplanes, 

They had anticipated that the 
Americans would be liberally sup- 
plied with weapons, but they had

— More 
than 200 United States torpedo 
bombers, dive bombers, heavy 
bombers and fighter planes— 
greatest force ever sent against 
the Japanese sank seven ships, in- 
cluding a cruiser or destroyer 
leader and two destroyers, and 
downed 49 Japanese planes Satur- 
day in 20 minutes of action in the 
northern Solomons, 

The force struck at the Buin 
Faisi harbor—northern terminal 
of the “Tokyo Express,” those fast 
warships which the Japanese try 
to slip in at night to aid garrisons 
in danger of falling, such as their 
imperiled air base at Munda to 


the south of yesterday's action. 

Dauntless dive bombers, Aveng- 
er torpedo bombefs, Liberator 
and Flying Fortress four-engined 
heavy bombers, Corsairs and 
Lightnings started great fires and 
destroyed nearly half of the 15 
warships. and merchantmen in 
the harbor at Buin-Faisi, southern 
Bougainville Island. 

In addition to the light: cruiser 
or destroyer leader and the two 
destroyers, a submarine chaser, a 
tanker and two cargo ships were 
blasted to the bottom of the an- 
chorage. 

The price the Americans paid 
for this success was six planes. 

A third cargo vessel was so 
badly damaged by the raiders that 
it had to be beached. 

Pattern of Attack. 

As the forerunner for the heavy 
assault on the Buin-Faisi ship- 
ping, a heavy force of Liberators 
and Flying Fortresses delivered 
containing attacks on the nearby 
Kahili airdrome, starting early in 
the evening of July 16. The series 
of attacks lasted nine hours, start- 
ing many fires and probably 
knocking out a number of 
grounded Japanese planes, 

At 9:20 a. m. yesterday, Daunt- 
less, Avenger and Liberator bomb- 
ers in great force, escorted by 
fighters, moved in for the attack. 

Zero float planes—land planes 
equipped with pontoons for alight- 
ing in the water—rose to meet 
them and the battle was on.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 17 (AP).— 
Allied air units, which scored one 
of the war’s most decisive aerial 


victories by virtually clearing, the 
Mediterranean skies of Axis planes, 
closed out the first week of the. 
Sicilian invasion with furious new 
attacks on enemy supply ports and 
air bases all along the southern 
coast of the Italian mainland. 

While fighters and fighter-bomb- 
ers continued their non-stop as- 
sault on Axis positions all over 
Sicily yesterday, heavy and medium 
bombers from North Africa and 
the Middle East battered San 
Giovanni, Vibo Valentia, Reggio 
Calabria and Bari in daylight at- 
tacks which carried the aerial on- 
slaught again around the clock. 

San Giovanni, Vibo Valentia and 
Reggio Calabria also were hit the 
previous night along with an air- 
field at Crotone, and an Allied 
headquarters communique _ said 
many bombs were seen to burst in 
the target areas, starting numerous 
fires. 


Ferry Line Hard Hit. 

San Giovanni, mainland ferry 
port directly across the strait from 
the vital Sicilian harbor of Messina 
and principal embarkation point in 
the Axis lifeline from Italy, was 
hit in daylight by American Flying 
Fortresses after Royal Air Force 
Wellingtons had pounded it by 
night. 

Devastating loads of high explo- 
sives were dumped on docks, rail- 
road sidings and the ferry line it- 
self and aerial photographs showed 
at least 50 direct hits in the target 
area. 

American Liberators from Mid- 
die East bases attacked the Bari 
airdrome, enemy fighter base high 
on the Italian boot, covering hang- 
ars, administration buildings, dis- 
persal areas and runways with 
concentrations of bombs. 

Mitchell and Marauder medium 
bombers, by Lightning 
fighters, pounded the air fields at 
Reggio Calabria and Vibo Valentia 
after formations of Wellingtons 
had bombed the same targets the 
previous night. 

Mastery of Air. 

A general officer at an Allied 
command post termed the air 
mastery one of the most important 
victories of the war and said Ger- 
man and Italian air forces operat- 
ing in the Mediterranean theater 
now are “hopelessly outnumbered.” 

These dwindling Axis air de- 
fenses of Sicily were disclosed offi- 
cially to be under the direction of 
Field Marshal Baron Wolfram von 
Richthofen, a cousin of Baron 
Manfred von Richthofen, the Ger- 
man ace of World War L 

In the past seven days, Ameri- 
ean, British, Canadian and South 
African flyers have shot 163 Axis 
planes out of the air and knocked 
out hundreds of others before they 
had a chance to leave the ground. 
The cost to the Allies was 69 
planes, nearly half of them on the 
first day of the invasion. 

Allied headquarters commu- 
nique said planes from North Af- 
rican and island bases shot down 
13 Axis aircraft yesterday while 
losing four of their own. The Lib- 
erator raid on Bari resulted in the 
destruction of 11 enemy planes, the 
probable destruction of seven 
others and damage to two more. 
Three four-engined bombers were 


lost. 
Defense Is Spotty. 

Although the aerial onslaught 
against transport and communica- 
tions on Sicily continued virtually 
unmolested, some of the flyers at- 
tacking mainland targets reported 
meeting increased opposition. 

The Liberators encountered 
heavy enemy fighter squadrons at 
Bari. Flying Fortress formations 
attacking San Giovanni smashed 
their way through heavy and accu- 
rate antiaircraft barrages to reach 
their targets. 

On Sicily itself, the principal tar- 
get was the vital enemy communi- 
cations center at Randazzo, just 
across Mount Etna from Catania, 
the immediate goal of British 
ground armies in the east. Ameri- 
can Mitchells blasted the town in 
daylight, following up night attacks 
by R. A F. and South African 
Bostons and Baltimores. 

100 Trucks Destroyed. | 

Lightnings, sweeping the island 
from end to end, were credited 
with destroying at least 100 motor 
trucks and inflicting heavy dam- 
age on rail traffic throughout the 
area behind the enemy lines.

Fight Way Home Unescorted From Germany ' 
—Amsterdam Hit First Time 
by Yanks.

LONDON, July 17 (AP).—For- 
mations of Flying Fortresses, re- 
turning from Northwest Germany 
unescorted, beat off more than 200 
enemy fighters in one of the most 
clear-cut victories of the bomber- 
versus fighter war over Western 

urope today while another group, 
with fighter escort, gave Amster- 
dam its first American bombing. 

The Americans downed more 
than 50 enemy fighters against a 
loss of two bombers in a running 
battle that lasted half an hour. 
Some crews reported between 50 
and 75 Messerschmitt and Focke-'‘ 
Wulf attacks. 

Thus the Fortresses brought 
their lop-sided score for two con- 
flicts in four days to almost 100 
fighters downed against perhaps 
10 bombers lost. 

In the Amsterdam raid the 
Americans were escorted by Thun- 
derbolt fighters and _ returning 
crews reported that few enemy 
planes got far enough through the 
protective screen even to be seen 
by the bombers. 

The unusually large number of 
fighters encountered by the bomb- 
ers indicated that “the enemy is 
apparently maintaining its strong 
defenses over northwest Germany 
despite demands from other 
fronts,” air force headquarters 
said, 

Major Virgil L. Emerson, of 
Ames, Ia.. who led one group of 
Fortresses, said the Nazis were 
“as persistent as hell. It was ob- 
vious from the way they flew that 
they were not cadets.”

In their latest previous raidse— 
on Bastille Day over France—the 
at 
least 45 of the 51 fighters shot 
down, Total Allied losses that day 
were eight Fortresses and British 
medium bombers. 

The American communique to- 
day said the big bombers suc- 
ceeded in hitting selected industrial 
targets. They were only part of 
massive formations of Allied bomb- 
ers and fighter-intruders which 
paraded across the Channel from 
sunrise to late afternoon, one series 
of formations in late afternoon 
stretching all the way from London 
to Folkestone on the coast. 

They followed night forays in 
which the Royal Air Force again 
winged across the Alps to strike 
at Northern Italy and Munich in 
Southwestern Germany. 


The Air Ministry said British 
heavy bomber attacks on electrical 
nerve centers — transformer and 
switching stations—in Italy were 
closely connected with the Allied 
operations in Sicily. They were 
aimed at breaking the flow of cur- 
rent from Alps generators which 
keep traffic moving on the Axis 
railways, 

The R. A. F.’s Mosquito bombers 
which attacked Munich also were 
hitting at a link in the German- 
Italian Brenner Pass line. 

Amsterdam has been raided 21 
times before but this was the first 
visit by the Americans. The British 
last raided the city proper in July, 
1941, although they have attacked 
the big air field nearby several 
times since, | 


Italy is “tired of war,” and that 
there were millions discontented, 
but not a single organization in 
the country capable of uniting the 
opposition. 


The Rome radio, making its 
first direct reply to the Roosevelt- 
Churchill demand, intimated that 
Italy had strung along with Hit- 
ler too long to turn back because 
“even if Italy surrendered it 
would not mean that she would 
have found peace once again.”

CHICAGO, July 17 (AP).—Cattle 
roaming the grass lands of the 
Western States, putting on the last 
extra pounds which mean more 
steaks for the armed forces and 
civilians, will soon be herded into 
livestock markets in increasing 
numbers, meat packers predicted 
today. 

The packers, as anxious to run 
across some roast beef as every- 
one else, asserted the low point in 
cattle marketings probably had 
passed, and from now until the end 
of the year the public’s palate 


should get a taste of that red meat 
for which it has been hankering. 


There was some expansion in cat- 
tle receipts at major stock markets 
last week. Salable receipts for the 
week at 12 major markets were 
174,000 head against 144,000 head 
the previous week and 153,000 head 
in the same week a year ago. 


The receipts of last Monday — 
they were the largest for a July 
day since 1936 at Chicago—consti- 
tuted a happy harbinger of what 
was to come, packers said, as the 
grass on the ranges dries up and 
ranchers begin to unload their 
stock before cold weather comes, 


Most of last week's receipts came 
from feed-lots of the mid-West 
Corn Belt, and livestock observers 
thought they indicated the desire 
of producers to liquidate before 
the Western grass cattle hit the 
market and possibly force prices 
lower.*—~ 

While /livestock men did not 
doubt there would be more ham- 
burger sizzling on grills over the 
next few months, they wondered 
what would happen next winter. 
Representatives of mid-West feed- 
ers (who ordinarily buy grass cat- 
tle and feed them to better quality) 
claimed choice cattle were not 
bringing high enough prices to 
warrant taking some of the grass 
types out of the market for feed- 
ing and re-sale later. 


Wholesale Beef and Veal Prices 
Up, But Not Retail. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP),.— 
Wholesale margins on beef and 
veal were increased by the Office 
of Price Administration today, but 
on condition that retail prices 
must not be affected. OPA said 
that, if the change should threaten 
higher retail prices, the wholesale 
margin would be figurec over 
again. 

In general, the wholesale margin 
was increased from 37% to 75 cents 
per hundred pounds.

sion Which Fell Below 
Rosy Expectations but 
Nevertheless Passed 
Some Important and 
Desirable Laws,

JEFFERSON CITY, July 17. 

HE sixty-second Missouri Gen- 
Tera Assembly, which completed 

its work yesterday after being 
in session 192 days, the longest 
period of any Missouri Legislature, 
passed some important and desir- 
able legislation, notwithstanding 
throughout its session the political 
spoils theory was in the ascend- 
ancy. 

Every measure proposed for the 
substitution of merit for politics in 
government was ruthlessly cast 
aside. 

The Legislature rejected Gov. 
Donnell’s carefully thought-out 
program for economical and ef- 
ficient administration of the State 
government which would have 
abolished the spoils system and 
have instituted a merit sys- 
tem covering 10,000 State employes, 
and rejected his proposal to do 
away with the costly and inef- 
ficient collection of State taxes by 
consolidating 14 departments into 
one. * 

The bloc dominated by reaction- 
ary lawyers frustrated an attempt 
to reform the outworn, felon-pro- 
tecting criminal code, as it has in 
many previous sessions, amd even 
thwarted the Supreme Court on 
some of its more important recom- 
mendations for modernization of 
the civil code. The Legislature 
struck from the proposed code 
much that was’ good, but, on the 
other hand, retained many of the 
court's provisions. All in all, the 
civil code bill as passed marks a 
definite advancement toward refor- 
mation of court practice in M 
souri, 

In Recess for Five Weeks. 

While the Legislature completed 
itc legislative work yesterday it 
did not adjourn. Instead it re- 
cessed for five weeks to give the 
Bailey committee in the House, 
which has been conducting a har- 


assing investigation of the Mis- 


souri Public Expenditure Survey, a 
privately supported taxpayers’ or- 
ganization, time to complete its 
investigation and prepare its re- 
port, The Assembly adjourned un- 
til Aug. 23, but that recess does 
not contemplate any further leg- 
islative sessions. It may be re- 
called by the presiding officers. 

The causes of the Assembly's 
failure to live up to the rosy ex- 
pectations which seemed justified 
at the beginning of the session are 
difficult to evaluate. It was be- 
lieved then that the voters’ elim- 
ination of most of the tricksters 
who had controlled legislation in 
Missouri for many years for special 
interests and for their own per- 
sonal and political fortunes had 
meant that this would be a busi- 
ness-like body devoted to the pub- 
lic interest and would be charac- 
terized by a minimum of trickery 
and small politics, 


That it failed probably is due 
to the fact that there remeined, a 
few of the old timers who were 
skilled in the game ana the fact 
that most of the new members, 
honest and well-meaning but gul- 
lible, were so ignorant of legisla- 
tive chicanery that they were han- 
dled as though they were children. 


Even with that situation exist- 
ing, several desirable laws, which 
had been blocked at other sessions, 
were passed this time. With the 
exception of a few isolated cases 
there was little evidence of the 
venality which has been almost 
rampant a: other recent sessions, 
and there were exceedingly few 
“sendbagger” bills introduced with 
intent to milk special interests. 
So this Legislature, with all its 
faults, all its small politics, must 
be given a rating considerably 
better than those of the recent 
past. 

Adherence to tradition has had 
much to do with the breakdown of 
the legislative processes and the 
failure of the Legislature to pro- 
vide constantly imprpving admin- 
istration of the people’s affairs. 
The principal tradition which has 
operated to wreck good govern- 
ment has been the accepted sanc- 
tity of the secret committee, which 
has been prostituted by specia) in- 
terests and their representatives in 
the Legislature, 

The original purpose of commit- 
tee secrecy was to enable legisla- 
tors to work independently and 


inate the legislative scum and to 
preservé for general consideration 
only those matters deserving of 
constructive study. Instead, the 
secret committee through scores of 
years has been built.into a haven 
for sinister influences, working in 
the dark, where venal or cowardly 
legislators might hide their un- 
justifiable actions from _ public 
scrutiny and thus escape an ac- 
counting: to their oonstituents, 
Of about equal importance is the 
power that tradition has given 
committee chairmen to _ control 
legislation. As was shown in the 
Senate this year, one committee 
chairman was able effectively to 
block consideration of important 
legislation merely by refusing to 
call his committee into session, It 
was not cricket for the remaining 
33 members of the Senate even to 
question the propriety of the abuse 


of power by this one Senator.

Restaurant owners who close 
their establishments one day a 
week in order to save ration points 
for use on the six remaining days 
may find themselves facing a re- 
duction in the number of points 
issued to them, William H. Bryan, 


district director of the Office of 
Price Administration, said yester- 
day. 

The points are issued , during 
each two-month period on the 
basis of the number of customers 
served and the dollar volume of 
business, Bryan said. Hence a re- 
duction in business will be fol- 
lowed by a cut in the points al- 
lowed. 

Bryan said that in cases of 
sharp increases in business res- 
taurants could obtain additional 
points on special application, and 
he advised owners not to close 
without consulting their rationing 
board. Several restaurants have 
announced they would close Sun- 
days, beginning today, because of 
a shortage of ration points and the 
difficulty of obtaining help.

Farmers who have enough meat 
and canned goods of their own are 
trading and giving away food ra- 
tioning stamps in violation of food 
rationing regulations, William H. 
Bryan, district director of the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, said 
yesterday. Violators may have all 
their ration certificates taken 
away from them. 

Bryan pointed out also that the 
sale of home-produced foods on 
the rationed list requires the col- 
lection of ration stamps, just as 
items from a grocer’s shelves.

I rushed down to the 
publisher and he just laughed at 
me. He said: ‘A hundred thousand 
copies say you're Harry Arm- 
strong, so you'd better be Harry 
Armstrong from now on.” 


Armstrong, still hale and hearty 
at 64, said a sudden flood of royal- 
ties softened the indignity of the 
new name. “Those royalties are 
still rolling in,” he said happily, 
“about $3000 a year even now. Al- 
together that old girl has brought 
me around $75,000.” 


Under Various Titles. 


It took Armstrong seven years to 
get “Sweet Adeline” published. 
First he called it “My Old New 
England Home.” Then he and the 
lyricist Dick Gerard called it 
“You're the Flower of My Heart, 
Sweet Rosalie.” Then, in 1903, the 
New York farewell performance of 
the lyric soprano, Adelena Patti, 
inspired Gerard to change Rosalie 
to Adeline. It found a publisher 
then, but it gathered dust on the 
shelf until the Quaker City song- 
sters found it. 


“Sweet Adeline” is only one of 
300 songs Armstrong has written. 
And it’s only one of dozens he 
sang back in the days when he 
was appearing here regularly at 
the Columbia Theater, the Princess 
Theater and Forest Park High- 
lands as the whiteface in the 
blackface act of Armstrong and 
Clark. One of his compositions was 
for a short time a bigger hit than 
“Sweet Adeline,” but “I Love My 


Wife, But Oh You Kid” went the 
way of most novelty songs. Some 
of the others were “Can’t You See 
I'm Lonely,” “Nellie Dean,” “Frisco 
Rag” and “Baby Doll.” 
Successors Lack Appeal. 

Armstrong has tried twice, with 
only middling success, to follow up 
his success with “Sweet Adeline.” 
A few years after his big hit he 
wrote “I Love You Just the Same, 
Sweet Adeline.” The silver threads 
in Adeline’s hair somehow lacked 
appeal. Recently, Armstrong tried 
again with “The Little Grand- 
daughter of Sweet Adeline.” Noth- 
ing much came of that, either. 

Meat rationing has encouraged 
Armstrong to consider reviving 
one of his oldest songs. It’s called 
“Dat’s Music to Me.” He considers 
that the chorus has strong topical 
appeal: 

“But the sound of chicken frying 

in the pan, 

“Good Lord, dat’s music to me.” 

He blew softly on the $750 dou- 
ble diamond ring he bought in St. 
Louis 25 years ago. 

“I mean,” he said, “if you can’t 
get a steak.”

Capt. Bonsignor took his medi- 
cal degree at the University of 
Rome.

He has had many conversations 
with intelligent and well-placed 
Italians in this area. What they 
told him may be propaganda to 
make the best of a situation they 
can't help—but it is interesting 
just the same. 

Consider Nazis as Enemies. 

Their views may be summed up 
about as follows: “All Italians 
know that Germany is no ally but 
an enemy from the beginning until 
right now. We all knew from the 
first that if Germany were to win 
we should lost just as we shall 
lose if Germany loses—but we 
think we won’t lose as much as if 
Germany won.” 

“All Italians are glad the Amer- 
icans are here,” insisted Capt. Bon- 
signor’s new friends. 

“But why did the Italian soldiers 
shoot at us?” they were asked. 

“Ask yourself, my friend,” came 
the reply, “why were not more 
Americans hit by our shooting? 
They did not shoot to kill; they 
shot to perform their duty until 
they could decently surrender.” 
This sounds like a rather obvi- 
ous attempt to curry favor but it 
is significant. 

“We knew,’ ‘the Italians said, 
“all about your maneuvers in 
North Africa when you trained for 
this invasion. We knew six days 
before you started that you were 


coming to Sicily. Nine hours be- 


fore you landed here at Gela and 
Licata and south of Vittoria we 
knew that you were going to land 
at all these places. 

“We knew—but we did nothing. 
Secretly all Italians wanted you to 
land and save us from this abom- 
inable war.”

“I've heard nothing but praises 
to God that the Americans and 
English are here. These people 
have had a ration of 125 grams of 
bread daily and no cigarettes or 
tobacco for a year.

Some of them say 
they’d heard from Tunis that all 
the inhabitants are happy the Al- 
lies have come. My impression is 
that they’ve only paid lip service to 
Mussolini.”

URGES GREATER EMPHASIS 


ON WOMEN FOR WAR JOBS 


Additional emphasis must be 
placed on the recruitment of wom- 
en for war jobs in order to utilize 
“our largest single labor reserve,” 
Miss Margaret A. Hickey of St. 
Louis, chairman of the Women's 
Advisory Committee of the War 
Manpower Commission, said here 
yesterday. 

Addressing the staff of the Unit- 
ed States Employment Service, 
Miss Hickey said the role of wom- 
en in war industry will continue to 
grow and that management, labor 
and industry must unite to solve 
problems that have been neglected. 
She mentioned specifically that 
community services must be pro- 
vided on a wider basis. 

She added that efforts should be 
made to keep in the labor market 
women already in war jobs, rather 
than to seek only to replace wom- 


lective Service withdrawals with 
women workers.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
At President Roosevelt’s bidding, 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes and 
seven other men will deliberate 
Monday on how to grant Puerto 
Rico home rule in harmony with 
the Atlantic Charter’s respect for 
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“the righ of all people to choose 


the form of government under 
which they will live.” 

The President’s committee of 
eight—four mainlanders and four 
insular citizens—is about to begin 
sessions out of which, in the words 
of Rooosevelt, are to come recom- 
mendations for legislation to “per- 
mit the people of Puerto Rico to 
elect their own governor, and to 
redefine the functions and powers 
of the Federal Government and 
the government of Puerto Rico, re- 
spectively.” 

The President, in telling Con- 
gress Of what he has in mind for 
the island, pointed out that “it 
has long been the policy of the 
government of the United States 
progressively to reinforce the ma- 
chinery of self-government in its 
territories and island possessions.” 

The Rev. Raymond A, McGowan, 
assistant director of the social ac- 
tion department of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, is 
the only non-administration main- 
land representative on the com- 
mittee. Others from the gtates, in 
addition to Ickes as chairman, are 
Abe Fortas, Under Secretary of 
the Interior, and Rexford G. Tug- 
well, Governor of Puerto Rico. 

Tugwell, like all his predeces- 
sors since the United States raised 
its flag over the small Ca- 
ribbean island in 1898, ig a presi- 
dential appointee. More than a 
year ago he suggested that gover- 
nors of this possession which con- 
tains two million persons, should 
be elected at home, rather than ap- 
pointed in Washington. 


Bolivar Pagan, Resident Com- 
missioner from Puerto Rico to the 
United States, who has a seat in 
the House of Representatives, but 
no vote, and who is Gov. Tugwell's 
bitter critic, is not among the four 
Puerto Ricans on the committee. 
The island is represented by Mar- 
tin Travieso, Associate Justice of 
the insular Supreme Court; Luis 


Munoz Martin, leader of the Popu- | 


lareg party and president of the in- 
sular Senate; Jose Ramirez Sani- 
banez, a former Senator and pres- 
ident of the Liberal party, and Ce- 
lestino Iriarte, member of the Sen- 
ate and president of the Union Re- 
publicano. 

To quote Ickes, Tugwell’s sugges- 
tion for election of Governors ex- 
cited intrest throughout the world. 

“This country’s actions with re- 
spect to its own territories have 
profound influence on the colonial 
problems and policies of all of the 
United Nations,” Ickes has said. 

“Puerto Rico,” he also said, “has 
a population which is kindred to 
much of Latin America. Any back- 
ward step would, therefore, be felt 
with special sensitivity by the many 
peoples of those areas.” 

It is under the influence of these 
declarations that the committee 
will deliberate. But the delibera- 
tions will also be influenced by 
insular dissatisfaction with the is- 
land's colonial status, Although its 
inhabitants are citizens of the 
United States, Puerto Rico is only 
a possession of the United States. 
It is not an incorporated territory 
entitled to aspire to permanent as- 
sociation in the sisterhood of 
states. 


RUSSIANS GAIN 
ANOTHER 6 MILES 
IN PUSH ON OREL 


Continued From Page One. 


Caucasus where Russian troops re- 
captured a “height of great strate- 
gical importance” northeast of 
Novorossisk, the Russians said. 
More than 600 Germans were killed, 
some prisoners were taken, and 35 
mortars and machine guns were 
destroyed, it added. 


The new gains around Orel on 
the fifth day of the great Russian 
counteroffensive were in addition 
to advances of 12 to 28 miles made 
in the first three days and gains of 
six to 10 miles made yesterday. 
Strong German opposition was 
beaten down by an avalanche of 
Soviet machines, including sturdy 
American-made Sherman tanks. 


At the southern end of the active 
front, the war bulletin noted only 
scouting engagements in the Bel- 
gorod sector, 165 miles below Orel. 
The Germans drove a wedge into 
Russian positions there early this 
month, but were contained by the 
time the Russians struck their 
huge counterblow in the north. 


The specific areas where the 
fresh advances occurred were not 
disclosed in the bulletin, but the 
Russians had been reported only 
27 miles north of Orel, 25 or 28 
miles on the east, and 25 miles to 
the south in their three-sided on- 
slaught. 

Russian dispatches said Soviet 
forces had cut a railway and cap- 
tured a large settlement at a high- 
way intersection in their drive on 
Orel, which is at the hinge of the 
central and southern fronts. 
Sharp fighting was said to be 
in progress south of Orel, where 
the highway junction was taken. 
The railway was cut farther north, 


where dispatches reported the Rus- 


sians also seized a commanding 
height. 

Although the Russian columns 
on the north and east were said 


to be within heavy artillery range. 


of Orel, there was no indication. 
shelling had begun. The big guns 
also were within shooting distance 
of the railroad running from Orel 
northwest to Bryansk, a support- 
ing German base. 

The German communique, while 
reporting that Soviet assaults had 
been repulsed, said there was 
“fierce fighting” in a “hard, fluc- 
tuating struggle” yesterday in the 
Orel-Belgorod sector. It reported 
251 Russian tanks destroyed in the 
area and 80 planes downed there 
and elsewhere on the front. Inthe 
Caucasus several tank-led Soviet 
attacks were repulsed, the Ger- 
mans said. 

Soviet War News, a publication 
of the Soviet Embassy in London, 
asserted that “defense lines which 
the enemy spent over 18 months in 
building have been broken” in the 
Orel area. 

American-built Boston bombers 
that dealt heavy blows on the Ger- 
mans were flown by an air unit 
under command of Maj. Gen, I. D.

revealed yesterday. 

Tanned cowboys looked on and 
wondered but Mrs. Smyth knew 
the imperative need for Angora 
wool which is 60 per cent lighter 
than lamb’s wool and 40 per cent 
warmer. Starting with a brood of 
12 rabbits, she designed and 
helped construct /their quarters, 

There the family has increased 
to 120 head. Every 10 weeks Mrs. 
Smyth clips the fur. 

The young rabbits go under the 
clippers at six weeks and pro- 
duce a pound of $6.80 wool each 
year. While the maximum cost for 
prepared foods is $2 a year for 
a rabbit, Mrs. Smyth pointed out 
that her cost is less than that. 
The Angora business is definitely 
neither a hobby nor a money loser, 
she added.

Our bombers must have made 
almost every bomb count because 
they sank seven out of 15 and 
caused an eighth to be beached. 
They bagged their principal tar- 
get, the light cruiser or destroyer 
leader. 

Salamaua, Lae Hit. 
In the New Guinea sector of 


the Pacific offensive, 30 tons of 
bombs were dropped by Aliied 
planes on Salamaua and Lae, Jap- 
anese air bases on the Huon Gulf. 
The Buin-Faisi area is to the 
north of the present ground fight- 
ing on New Georgia aimed at the 
enemy air base of Munda. 
Munda’s supply port of Bairoko, 
from which it has been cut off re- 
cently by a road block thrown 
across the jungle track by Ameri- 
can invasion forces, was heavily 
attacked yesterday by our dive 
bombers, the commufhique said. 
There was no further report of 
ground action around Munda, 
where some of our advanced pa- 
trols have penetrated within less 
than two miles of the air base. 
Enemy's Solomons Losses. 

The four warships sunk by 
American bombers increased to at 
least 17 and probably 21 the war- 
ships lost by the Japanese since 
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the Solomons offensive got under 
jway June 30. Between 13 and 17 
enemy cruisers and destroyers 
were sunk in two naval battles in 
the Kula Gulf, the first July 5-6, 
the second July 12-13. 

The 49 Japanese fighters lost 
exceeded the previous big single 
day's bag July 15 in another big 
sky battle over Rendova Island, 
when 45 were shot down out of a 
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formation of approximately 80. 
New Guinea Raids. 

Medium bombers made the heavy 
strike against Salamaua, the North- 
eastern New Guinea air base on 
which Australian and American 
jungle fighters are pressing less 
than 10 miles away. The bombers 
scored direct hits on ammunition 
and fuel dumps. Large explosions 
and numerous fires resulted. 

Above Salamaua, big four-engined 
bombers made a mid-day attack 
on Lae. 

Above the ground fighting scene 
of Munda, an Allied bomber on 
reconnaissance attacked and set 
afire a small Japanese cargo ship 
yesterday off the west coast of 
Vella Lavella Island. 

This sector, from which the Jap- 
anese could make efforts to aid 
their New Georgia Island garri- 
sons by sea, is one in which sev- 
eral small ships and barges have 
been hit by our bombers this week. 

Northwest of Australia on the 
island of Timor, our medium 
bombers struck at Lautem and 
started fires which could be seen 
for 60 miles. 

Other air attacks were made on 
the Tanimbar Islands and Dutch 
New Guinea. «

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BIGGER SHORTAGES POSSIBLE, 
FOOD INSTITUTE ASSERTS 


NEW YORK, July 17 (AP).— 
The American Institute of Food 
Distribution said today that de- 


spite prospects for production ap- 
proaching the 1942 record “there 
is a chance that the nation will 
face shortages more serious than 
any experienced so far” because 
of maldistribution. The institute 
said the distributive systém has 
been upset by wartime demands. 
“Most of this absurd and dan- 
gerous condition is chargeable to 
the fact that distribution of avail- 
able food supplies has been 
thrown seriously out of balance by 
amateurish and short-sighted man- 
aging Federal officials,” it as- 
serted in its weekly digest. 

The institute, a nonprofit organ- 
ization composed mostly of food 
processors and distributers, said 
that domestic food output had in- 
creased enough to supply both war 
and expanding civilian demand, It 
said the situation was disturbed 
“by food hoarding, by removal of 
price changes as the adjusting in- 
fluence, and by blunders at Wash- 
ington which have caused food 
supplies to be retained or moved 
into places that deprive important 
parts of our population of foods 
that they are entitled to get under 
well-handled food distribution.”

One Would Have Given 
States Inspection Pow- 
ers, One Benefited 


Widows of 2 F.B.I. Men 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt today pocket 
vetoed a bill which would have re- 
quired Federal agencies which dis- 
tribute seeds, livestock and poul- 
try feed, nursery stock, fertilizers, 
and soil conditioning material‘ to 
comply with state inspection laws, 
The bill excepted fertilizer distrib- 
uted by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority for experimental purposes. 

The President said in a state- 
ment that, “If additional controls 
are necessary to insure the quality 
of the materials distributed by 
Federal agencies, the Congress 
should prescribe them,” adding: 

“The granting to the legislatures 
of each of the 48 states of the 
power to regulate and, indeed, to 
veto a constitutional program of 
the Federal Government would 


constitute a sharp departure from | 


precedent and a departure which I 
consider dangerous and unwar- 
ranted.” 

(‘By a pocket veto a president 
lets a bill die without acting on it 
within 10 days after the bill is 
passed and when Congress is in 
adjournment. If a measure is not 
acted on within 10 days while Con- 
gress is in session, it automatically 
decomes law.) 

Roosevelt also pocket vetoed a 
bill which would have authorized 
payment of $5000 each to the 
widows of P. E. Foxworth, an as- 
sistant director of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, and Harold 
DPD. Haberfeld, an F. B. I. special 
agent, who were killed in a Dutch 
Guiana airplane accident last Jan. 
15 with 33 other persons while on 
a secret mission to North Africa. 
A number of other Government 
passengers were among those 
killed. 

The President in a statement ex- 
plaining why he let the bill die 
without signature said it discrim- 
inated against the dependents of 
the other Government employes. 

He said the Employes’ Compen- 
gation Commission had already 
awarded Mrs. Foxworth an aggre- 
gate of $17,640 to be paid during 
her lifetime in case she does not 
remarry. The award to Mrs, Ha- 
berfeld for her lifetime was $16,- 
170. 

The President also pocket vetoed 
a bill which would have author- 
ized veterans’ pensions for any 
disabilities other than thoge due 
to “felonious misconduct.” He said 
he did not think pensions should 
be paid for disabilit not in- 
curred in service and due to such 
things as venereal diseases, alco- 
holism, drug addiction “and other 
offenses clearly contravening ac- 
cépted standards of a highly civ- 
jlized society but not felonious.” 


GASOLINE RATION 
CUT IN MIDWEST 
LIKELY, SAYS ICKES

Southwest is operating to equalize 
oil inventories as between those 
sections and the East,” Ickes said. 
“As soon as this balance can be 
established, it will be possible to 
equalize the burden of rationing 
as between the East Coast and 
the Middlewest and Southwest. 

“What the effect of the uniform 
restrictions upon civilian gasoline 
consumption will be can then be de- 
termined in the light of the full 
facts as to inventories on hand 
and new supply currently available. 
Only on such’'a basis can policy 
be determined. It would be faith- 
less to our armed forces to do 


otherwise, merely as a bow to 


pressure.” 

In a supplementary statement, 
Ickes’ deputy, Ralph K. Davies, ex- 
plained that formerly the transpor- 
tation facilities were so limited 
that no matter how tightly the 
West was rationed, it would have 
done the East no good, since there 
was no means of bringing the pe- 
troleum to the East Coast. Oom- 
pletion of the new 24-inch pipeline, 
however, will increase the methods 
of delivering oil to the East by 
300,000 barrels per day eventually. 

Another factor in the improving 
gasoline situation in the East is 
the construction of another pipe- 
line, 20 inches in diameter, which 
is expected to be completed dur- 
ing the winter. The Big Inch car- 
ries crude oil to supply Eastern 
refineries, but the second line will 
carry gasoline and other refined 
products. 

While the Ickes statement did 
not mention the matter, the action 
may have been influenced by Di- 
rector James F. Byrnes of the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization. OPA 
Chief Brown disclosed Thursday 
that he had asked Byrnes to look 
into the Eastern petroleum situa- 
tion. The implication was that he 
wanted Byrnes. to referee disagree- 
ments between himself and Ickes. 

A major complaint in the East 
has been the bar on pleasure driv- 
ing. Brown, who said he had al- 
ways opposed such a bar, breached 
the regulation recently by authoriz- 
ing Easterners to make one round- 
trip vacation journey during the 
@ummer.

Engine Said to Make Gas Suitable 
For Heavy Trucks From Charcoal 


NEW YORK, July 17 (AP).— 


781Col. Robert R. McCormick, pub- 


lisher of the Chicago Tribune, said 
today that engineers at the news- 
paper’s pulp plants in Canada had 
developed a converter engine which 
could produce a gas capable of 
powering commercial vehicles and 


‘I“help solve the gasoline shortage” 


without using any critical ma- 
terials. The machine’ was so suc- 
cessful, he said, that the Canadian 
Government had taken it over with 
a view to perfecting it. 

The converted preferably burns 
charcoal from wood that normally 


i{has little commercial value, Mc- 
Cormick explained, 


and gas is 
formed which passes through a 
‘i filter and carburetor of special 
design. He said that the process 
virtually fulfilled a dual purpose, 
explaining: © 


“When charcoal ig made from 


:| wood, lignin—a substance found in 


steers,| wood which ‘is a basic for plastics 


—is freed. If a scientific charcoal 
burner is developed, it can make 


charcoal for the gas producer and 


lignin for other purposes.” 

Paper birch, hickory and other 
woods, chemically the same, which 
now have little value, could be 
brought into use and “a new po- 
tential source of wealth developed,” 
he said, 

The type of fuel—“producer gas” 
—has been known for a long time, 
McCormick said, adding that it 
was now used widely in Sweden. 
He described the Tribune's de- 
velopment of it as follows: 

Four years ago the cost of 
regular gasoline delivered at the 
Tribune’s logging camps had risen 
quite high and engineers began to 
work on a producer gas machine. 
It was found that the process re- 
guired an adequate filter. An en- 
gineer was sent to Sweden and 
returned with a patent, a machine 
and a full set of blueprints. 

McCorniick said that, while the 
fuel was not feasible for use in 
private autos, it would function 
well in heavy cars and trucks. If 
manufactured in quantity, the pro- 
duction machines would cost $400 


apiece, he said.

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Rationing Cuts Threshers' Meals 


To Mere Chicken, Cake and Pie 


Tables Don’t Groan as Formerly Under Plat- 
ters of Meat—Workmen Don’t Gasp for 
Breath at End of Dinner. 


Members of St. Louis County’s 
several threshing rings, accus- 
tomed to keeping up their strength 


during the harvest season with 
veritable Paul Bunyan meals, are 
struggling along this summe: on 
what they regard as half rations. 

In the halcyon seasons before 
food rationing it was a sorry farm 
wife who couldn’t founder the 
heartiest trencherman vith plat- 
ters of steak or roast beef, roast 
pork, baked ham, fried chicken, 
salad, various vegetables, potatoes, 
bread and butter and preserves, 
coffee, pies and cakes. 

It’s different now, Mrs. Otto 
Deutchmann, whose husband is a 
member of the big Des Peres 
threshing ring, told a Post-Dispatch 
reported yesterday. “You can't 
give the men the meals we did in 
the past,” she said, “I did the best 
I could when the men were work- 
ing on our place the other day, 
but it wasn’t much of a dinner by 
the old standards.” 

The best Mrs. Deutchmann could 
do for the 25 hungry harvesters 
who sat down at her table was a 
dozen platters of fried chicken, 
dozen bewls of fresh vegetables, a 
few pounds of fotatoes, three or 
four big coffee cakes, several pies 
and several ; llons of iced tea. 

Coffee cake is an inadequate 
substitute for the traditional angel 
food with thick sugary frosting, 
Mrs. Deutchmann said, but even 
that took about all the rationed 


sugar she could spare. What sugar 
was left she used for the pies, 
knowing that a harvest ring noon 
dinner without pie would crush 
the morale of her guests. 

She served iced tea reluctantly, 
and only after a careful study of 
her coffee ration coupons con- 
vinced her that the situation was 
hopeless, The threshers got enough 
to eat, she said, but they didn’t 
stumble away from the table 
gasping for breath the way they 
used to, 

Another hostess to a large ring, 
Mrs. Emil Wallach, who lives on 
Augustine road, south of Eureka, 
said she was forced to build a meal 
around frankfurters when she en- 
tertained her husband’s colleagues 
the other day. Even that was a 
struggle, she said, because it meant 
weeks of careful planning and 
saving of meat coupons. There was 
no angel food cake on the Wallach 
table, either. Instead, there was 
coffee cake, purchased desperately 
at a nearby store. 

The only thing that saved the 
situation from crisis, the farm 
wives said, was the fact that this 


a\year’s spring wheat crop in most 


of the county is rather slim. 

“In good crop years,” Mrs. 
Wallach said, “it takes the men 
three to five days to get our wheat 
in. This year they only worked 
one day. If I'd had to feed them 
three or four days they would have 
had to get along on scrambled 


eggs.”

The Rev. Laurence J. Kenny 
S.J. the “Mr. Chips” of the St. 
Louis University faculty, who 
taught the grandfathers of some 
students now enrolled there, will 
celebrate next Wednesday his six- 
tieth anniversary as a_ Jesuit. 
Senior active staff member, he is 
78 years old and has taught con- 
tinuously at the university for the 
last 42 years, except for the period 
from 1931 to 1937, spent at the 
University of Detroit, which he 
refers to humorously as his 
“exile,” 

He knows of his former stu- 
dents’ grandchildren who are now 
attending the university, he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day, even though they are not in 
his classes. Their fathers and 
grandfathers still visit him to rem- 
inisce in his bare, severe study, 
and delight in answering his ques- 
tions about their families. 

‘Wednesday's celebration will not 
be elaborate. Father Kenny will 
offer mass at the usual time, 5:20 
a. m., and will teach his two-hour 
history class as on any other 
school day. But congratulatory let- 
ters and telegrams are already be- 
ginning to reach him, as they did 
at his golden jubilee in 1933. 

Hoped Friends Would Forget. 

“I had hoped this anniversary 
would slip by unnoticed, because 


my friends put themselves out so 


much 10 years ago,” he said. “I 
remember that occasion as if it 
were yesterday, and I still have all 
the messages.” 

Some of the scholastics, Jesuits 
not yet ordained, actually at- 
tempted a few years ago, Father 
Kenny related, to nickname him 
"Mr. Chips.” “I’m glad it didn’t 
stick,” he said. “The real Mr. 
Chips could see the fathers in the 
children. It never occurred to me 
to see any such identity. Indi- 
viduals are individuals.” 

Not Oldest on. Faculty. 

Moreover, he pointed out, he is 
not even the oldest member of the 
faculty, for the Rev. Henry J. De- 
Laak, S. J., who taught him at 
St. Francis Xavier University, 
Cincinnati, O., in 1881 and 1882, 
University in 
1890, more than a decade before 
Father Kenny. Father DeLaak, 
85 years old, is now emeritus pro- 


' | fessor of mathematical. physics at 


the university but teaches no 
classes. 

The first ordination ceremony in 
St. Francis Xavier Church was 
the one in which Father Kenny 
entered the priesthood, he recalled. 
He pointed out, however, he was 
not the first priest ordained there, 
for he was preceded by the Rev. 


P-|Martin Luersmann, who stood on 


his right at the ceremony in 1900. 

Born in Ohio when. his father 
was serving with the Union forces, 
h. began to teach in 1888. After 
serving on the faculties of St. 
Ignatius College, Chicago; Creigh- 
ton University, Omaha, Neb.; Mar- 
quette University, Milwaukee, 
Wis.; St. Mary’s College, St. 
Mary's, Kan., and Loyola Univer- 
sity, Chicago, he came to St. Louis 
University in 1901 as _ registrar. 
Head of the department of his- 


teach American history at the 
University of Detroit until 1937. 
From 1910 to 1917 he was Ameri- 
can correspondent. for the Civilta 
Cattolica published in Rome, and 
he continues his contributions to 
newspapers and historical jour- 
als.

BUYING CONTROLS 


May Be Necessary to Bar 
Inflation Until Conver- 
sion to Normal Peace 
Production. 


NEW YORK, July 17 (AP).— 
Directors of the National Associa- 


tion of Manufacturers said today 
administration of wartime controls 


over prices, rationing, pay, jobs and 
materials might have to be conh- 
tinued temporarily after hostilities 


end. The N. A. M. board added 
that it assumed, however, that ad- 
ministration of existing wartime 
controls would be improved. 


“If wartime controls over prices, 
rationing and materials are im- 
mediately ended when military 
needs no longer require such con- 
trol,” a statement approved by 
directors said, “the result would 
very likely be a rush of purchasers 
which, because of inadequate sup- 
plies, would lead to a serious in- 
flation of prices to consumers and 
would handicap small business en- 
terprises.” 

Concerning administration of ex- 
sisting controls, the statement said: 

“At the present time such con- 
trols, are progessively breaking 
‘down but this trend can and 
should be reserved. Such controls 
can not be even reasonably success- 
ful unless experienced and able ad- 
ministrators are given adequate 
responsibility in the administration 
of such controls, both now and in 
the postwar period.” 

Controls will be required after 
the war, the statement continued, 
until business can reconvert to 
peacetime operations of goods on 
a production scale which will 
eliminate danger of a goods-scram- 
ble and inflation. 

The board said wartime controls 
should be eliminated as soon as 
practicable after the war and ad- 
ded “extension of existing con- 
trols should be only for short 
periods of time.” _ 

In conclusion the board said it 
was probable that war would not 
end on the same day in both hemi- 
spheres and on all battlefronts. 

“As a result we will have two 
conversion periods,” it added, 
"since some plants could probably 
be turned to civilian production 
after the- ending of hostilities with 
one of the nation’s major foes. It 
follows that it might be possible 
either to eliminate, or at least to 
relax, some controls before hos- 
tilities in all fields are ended.”

Police officers were agreeably 
surprised last week when the 
board of directors of another 
group, the Feldkamp Boys and 
Girls Victory Garden Club, paid a 
visit to City Court Number One 
“just to see how it works.” Of- 
ficers in court fussed about, mak- 
ing the young members comfort- 
able, and Judge George J. Grell- 
ner treated all to soda pop. 

The Blue Jays found their club 
house a one-story brick structure 
with cracked window panes and, 
in the way of interior appoint- 
ments, little to charm the eye ex- 
cept for a knotty pine basement 
bar. Outside was a debris-strewn 
lot. 

The basement bar has been re- 
tained, and over it a club member 
dispenses soft drinks. The main 
floor rooms were scraped, scrubbed 
and painted, and furnished with 
such odds and ends as the mem- 
bers could get together. The ré- 


sult is a headquarters which, if 
it. lacks some _ refinements, is 
greatly pleasing to the Blue Jays. 

The lot outside has been leveled 
into a softball] diamond. The city 
provided an oil base and sand for 
the infield.

Decision 


Held Russian-Born Red Couldn’t Be 
Deprived of Citizenship, but Minority | 
_Biatly Disagreed and Told Why.

HE war-born American-Russian comradeship in arms against the 
Axis did not prevent a hard-fought battle in the United States 
Supreme Court over the question of the right of a foreign-born 
Communist to citizenship under the United States Constitution. 


Although five members of the 
highest court—a bare majority— 
joined in upholding the naturaliza- 
tion of a Russian, William Schneid- 
erman, twice Communist candidate. 
for Governor of Minnesota and 
Communist organizer in California, 
Connec*icut and elsewhere, and so 
decided a case which had hung 
fire for four years, the case is 
hardly less notable for the vigor- 
ous and detailed dissenting opinion 
of Chief Justice Harlan Fiske 
Stone; and since, in the history of 
the court, close decisions have not 
always been accepted as final, it 
still remains to be seen whether 
the majority or Chief Justice 
Stone's minority view finally pre- 
vails. 


Unequivocal Statement. 


The Chief Justice, joined by Jus- 
tices Owen J. Roberts and Felix 
Frankfurter, declared unequivo- 
cally that the Communist party 
sought the overthrow of the United 
States Government by forces and 
violence and that, accordingly, 
Schneiderman, as one of the most 
active of American Communists 
could not, therefore, be attached 
to the principles of the United 
States Constitution. 


The case was twice argued in 
the Supreme Court and each time 
Wendell L. Willkie was a volun- 
teer counsel for Schneiderman. 


Both Chief Justice Stone, in his 
minority opinion, and Justice 
Frank Murphy, who wrote the ma- 
jority opinion, said “our relations 
with Russia, as well as our views 
regarding its government and the 
merits of Communism” were not at 
issue; but after this disclaimer, 
the two camps within the court 
went to it hot and heavy. The dis- 
senters left no doubt of their be- 
lief that adherence to Communism 
is utterly incompatible with citi- 
zenship under the Constitution. 


Indeed, Chief Justice Stone’s dis- 
sent is so strong that it recalls his 
classic indictment in 1936 of the 
old conservative majority in the 
New York minimum wage case in 
which he said that it was difficult 
to imagine any grounds other than 
the “personal economic predilec- 
tions” of the Judges to account for 
the killing of the statute. 


‘By the Company He Keeps.’ 


Standing for the revocation of 
Schneiderman's citizenship, as 
sought by the Department of Jus- 
tice and ordered by 1 Fedgeral 
Judge in California, Chief Justice 
Stone said that a “man is known 
by the ideas he spreads as well as 
by the company he keeps.” 
Schneiderman's “wide rquaint- 
ance with Communist literature 
and his zealous promotion of Com- 
munist party interests for many 
years preclude the supposition,” 
said the Chief Justice, “that he did 
not know the character of ‘ts 
teachings and did not aid in their 
advocacy. They are persuasive that 
he was without attachment to the 
constitutional principles which 
those teachings aimed to destroy.. 

“Yet the Court's opinion seems 
to tell us that the trier of fact 
must not examine petitioner's gos 
pel to find out what kind of man 
he was, or even what his gospel 
was; that trier of fact could not 
‘impute’ to petitioner any genuine 
attachment to the doctrines of 
these organizations whose teach- 
ings he so assiduously spread. 

“It might as well be said that it 
is impossible to infer that a man 
is attached to the principles of a 
religious movement from the fact 
that he conducts its prayer meet- 
ings, or, to take a more sinister 
example, that it could not be in- 
ferred that a man is a Nazi and 
consequently not attached to con- 
stitutional principles who, for more 


culated the doctrines of ‘Mein 
Kampf.’” 

Unless the recognition of Soviet 
Russia by President Roosevelt at 
the outset of his administration is 
considered an exception, Commu- 
nist political principles have never 
before been the object of extended 
study by so high an official of the 
United States and such important 


conclusions based on them. 


Relations With Moscow. 


Pointing out that after he was 
naturalized in 1927, Schneiderman 
attended the Sixth World Congress 
of the Communist International in 
Moscow in 1928, Chief Justice Stone 
devoted one section of his opinion 
to relations between Moscow and 
Communists in other parts of the 
world. He wrote: 

An accordance with the policy 
established at its Second World 
Congress in 1920, the Communist 
party press was brought under 
party control through ownership 
of the various publication agencies. 
Strict adherence to party principles 
was demanded of all publications, 
which were required to be edited 
by party members of proved loy- 
alty to proletarian revolution. 
Propaganda was required to con- 
form to the program and decisions 
of the Third. International. Edi- 
tors were removed and party 
members expelled for noncompli- 
ance. Publications not conforming 
to party principles were barred 
from party classes.” 

(It was formally announced by 
Russia last May 22 that the Com- 
munist International or Comintern 
had been dissolved.) 


Communist Aspirations. 


Turning to the aspirations of the 
Communists, Chief Justice Stone 
said: 
“It js not questioned that the 
ultimate aim of the Communist 
party in 1927 and the years preced- 
ing was the triumph of the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat and the 
consequent overthrow of capitalis- 
tic bourgeois government and so- 
ciety. Attachment to such dicta- 
torship can hardly be thought to 
indicate attachment to the princi- 
ples of an instrument of govern- 
ment which forbids dictatorship 
and precludes the rule of the mi- 
nority or suppression of minority 
rights by dictatorial government. 
“Methods repeatedly and sys- 
tematically advocated, in the Com- 
munist party literature, include, 
first, a softening up process by 
which the breakdown and disinte- 
gration of capitalistic government 
was to be achieved by systematic 
and general resort to violation of 
the laws, and, second, the over- 
throw of capitalistic governments 
by force and violence.” _ 
Quoting from the “Statutes, 
Theses and Conditions of Admis- 
sion to the Communist Interna- 
tional,” the Chief Justice docu- 
mented his opinion with this state- 
ment: “The class struggle in 
almost every country of Europe 
and America is entering the phase 
of civil war. Under such condi- 
tions the Communists can have 
no confidence in bourgeois laws. 
They should create everywhere a 
parallel illegal apparatus, which 
at the decisive moment should do 
its duty by the party, and in every 
way assist the revolution.” 


Systematic Lawlessness.

But 
Jones has outlived every assault, and so ex- 
panded his realm of influence that he has 
sometimes been described as the fourth 
branch of the Government, the others being 
the Executive, Legislative and Judiciary. 


Some day he may be asked what he ac- 
complished under the New Deal and in 
World War II. A similar question, with re- 
spect to the French Revolution, was put to 
one of its chieftains. In the language of 
Abbe Sieyes, Jones can respond: “I sur- 
vived.”’ 

What is the secret of his —— in 
office? 

The central fact is that for 11 years he 
has reigned as autocrat of the government’s 
monumental loanshop, the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. During its brief ex- 
istence, the RFC has disbursed $16,700,000,- 
000 and undertaken commitments to the 
fabulous total of 34 billions. Upon these 
colossal moneybags, Jones has erected a 
giant dominion of vested power. 


Few Members of Congress 
Who Aren’t Beholden to Him. 


In the slang of politics, Congressional ob- 
servers declare that the Jesse Jones empire 
on Capitol Hill is operated on a basis of 
“pap” rather than patronage. He. has giv- 
en few jobs to politicians, it is explained, 
but derives his power from the golden coffers 
of the RFC, 

There are few Senators and Representa- 
tives who are not to some degre? in his debt 
as a result of firms bailed out or war enter- 
prises set up in their respective constitu- 
encies. He never has hesitated to remind 
Congressional members of their obligations 
to him. When seeking votes for RFC legisla- 
tion, he has been heard to remark: ‘Il was 
glad to take care of that loan you wanted for 
X company.” 

Whatever else he may have neglected, 
Jones never has been guilty of overlooking 
Congress. No other personage of the ad- 
ministration frequents so assiduously the 
cloakrooms of both houses. No other makes 
such a point of knowing by name a multi- 
tude of members, new as well as old. Few 


equal him in attendnce at the intimate little 


luncheons which are held in the office of 
Edwin A. Halsey, Secretary of the Senate. 
Jones operates, moreover, on a bipartisan 
basis. Conservative big business, whether 
Reptiblican or Democratic, rises and calls 
him blessed. 


Most Tireless, Dynamic 
One-Man Lobby in Capital. 


It was no more than logical, in conse- 
quence, that chairmen of congressional in- 
vestigating committees should have fallen 
over themseves in declining to undertake a 
proposed inquiry into the accusations 
brought by Vice President Wallace. 

On his vote-getting expeditions, Jones 
con“escends so far as to make himself 
agreeable to reporters. As a publisher of 
the Houston Chronicle, he holds a card to 
the Capitol’s press galleries. At strategic 
moments, he circulates benignly among 
newsmen and makes sure they are acquaint- 
ed with the “right angle’ on affairs at 
hand. 

In short, he is the most tireless and 
dynamic one-man lobby in Washington. Ob- 
serving him in the act of buttonholing other 
solons in the anterooms of the upper cham- 
ber, Senator Bennett Champ Clark of Mis- 
souri recently permitted a long-smoldering 
indignation to boll over. “If I were a mem- 
ber of the House,” Clark exclaimed, “I would

move the impeachment of the Secretary of

The vulnerable spot in the Secretary’s 
position is that his tenure of office depends 
on the pleasure of the White House. At 
any time the President could ask and en- 
force his resignation. The blow never has 
fallen, and thereby hangs a tale which 
poses one of the curious enigmas of public 
life. It is the tale of the cabinet member’s 
relations with his: chief. 


The President was technically veracious 
in announcing at a press’conference that he 
was as ‘“‘surprised’’ as anyone by the Vice 
President’s broadside against Jones—the 
text had not then arrived at his desk—but 
there is ground for believing that some days 
earlier Wallace had advised him of the acute 
tension which had risen between the RFC 
and the BEW; and that Wallace announced 
his purpose to take steps about the crisis. 
Presumably Wallace received no order to de- 
sist. 


On the other hand, the President refrained 
from extreme disciplinary action against 
Jones in the most scandalous and topflight 
brawl of the war effort. Mr. Roosevelt could 
not fire Wallace as Vice President, but he 
had the power to oust Jones as Secretary of 
Commerce and Chief of RFC’s domestic func- 
tions. This power he declined to use. 
Why? 


Three Probable Reasons 
Why F. D. R. Withheld Hand. 


In the first place, the President is notori- 
ously reluctant to cashier muddling ap- 
pointees. His semi-official biographer, Emil 
Ludwig, explains that Mr. Roosevelt is an 
aristocrat; and that an aristocrat, while 
chastising disloyalty without mercy, would 
think it ‘“‘indelicate” to dismiss a dependent 
for incompetence. 


In the second place, it need not be sup- 
posed that the White House is unaware of 
the Jesse Jones empire on Capitol Hill or 
regards it with anything less than prudent 
respect. 


Finally, Jones proved his capacity as a 
trouble-maker during the National Demo- 
cratic Convention at Chicago in 1940; and 
no one knows what he may have in mind 
for 1944. 


He was an active and pertinacious can- 
didate for the vice presidential nomination. 
In a caucus of the Texas delegation, he was 
defeated three to one by Sam Rayburn. Un- 
daunted by this reverse in his own State, 
Jones sought the aid of other delegations. 
It was arranged that his name should be 
presented by the vengeful James A. Farley. 
It was a plan full of dynamite for the Roose- 
velt managers, in view of the convention’s 
wrath at having Wallace pushed down its 
throat. At the psychological moment, Jones 
withdrew from the race. Wallace marched 
off with the plum, and this circumstance 
may account in part for the excessive bitter- 
ness of the RFC-BEW wrangle. 


Given Long Coveted Post 
in Cabinet 3 Months Later. 


On Sept. 19, 1940, just three months 
after the Texan had relieved the administra- 
tion of what might have proved a major em- 
barrassment, he was appointed to a post he 
had intensely coveted—that is, membership 
in the Cabinet. At the same time the White 
House drove through Congress a special 
bill enabling the Secretary of Commerce to 
retain the job of Federal Loan Administra- 
tor. The latter position was abolished in 
the reorganization of February, 1942, which 
placed the entire RFC system, unti! then in- 
dependent, under the direction and super- 
vision of the Secretary of Commerce, 


Furthermore, according to his defenders, 
Jones holds the White House in his debt 
because he took the “rap” for Presiden¢€ 
Roosevelt over the synthetic rubber program. 
The defense subsidiaries of RFC were direct- 
ed to procure and stockpile materials, it is 
declared, but only such materials as the 
President named as strategic. 


Early in the emergency, the story goes, 
Edward R. Stettinius of the National Ad- 
visory Defense Commission urged the Presi- 
dent to inaugurate at once a program for 
130,000 annual tons of artificial rubber. Mr. 
Roosevelt is said to have refused on the 
ground that in case of war it would take 
Japan 18 months or two years, if at all, to 
conquer the rubber areas of the Far East,

Fierce but Orderly. ⸗ 


In the discussions that went on 
during the four-day conference 
there was certainly no lack of 
vigor. With the pre-eminent fair- 
ness and tolerance we have come 
to associate with the British, the 
touchiest issues were fiercely de- 
bated, but always within the frame- 
work of orderly procedure. The 
conference voted: 

To refuse the request of the 
Communist party for affiliation, 

To take a stern line with Ger- 
many after the war. 

For a more generous pension 
policy. 

For far-reaching extensions of 
the free educational system. 


Rebuke to Morrison. 


More important than any of the 
resolutions they adopted was the 
inter-party row which ended with 
repudiation of Labor’s chief repre- 
sentative in the Churchil] Cabinet. 
Herbert Morrison, Secretary for 
Home Affairs and Minister of 
Home Security, was a candidate 
for treasurer of the Labor party. 
Before the conference started he 
was the odds-on favorite for the 
office, which in the past has meant 
domination of the party and top 
political honors. 


By a vote of 926,000 to 1,253,000 
the conference chose instead, aging 
Arthur Greenwood, long a party» 
orator wtih a considerable per- 
sonal following. While Greenwood 
does not list his age, he is between 
63 and 64. Morrison, more vigor- 
ous, more capable, far more un- 
derstanding of the demands of the 
times, is 54. 

In part it was a grudge fight, 
Greenwood showing Morrison 
where the real control lay. Ernest 
Bevin, Minister of Labor, is said to 
have influenced his union, the 
Transport and General Workers 
Union, in Greenwood’s behalf. In 
a limited sense, it was a repudia- 
tion of Morrison, who continues to 
be Labor’s most important figure 
in the Churchill government, 


Cautious Conservatism. 


The decision typifies the cautious 
conservatism that exists within the 
party. If any Laborite has a 
chance to be Prime Minister after 
the war, Morrison is the man; yet 
on largely personal grounds he was 
given a setback which, while it may 
have no long-term effect, certainly 
does him no good now. The Labor 
Party looks after loyal oldsters. 
The average age of Labor mem- 
bers in the House of Commons is 
nearly 10 yearg greater than the 
average age of Conservative mem- 
bers. Too often the party is inter- 
ested not in selecting a vigorous 
candidate for Parliament but in 
taking care of good old Joe Doakes 
with a safe seat. 

Because of his position in the 
Churchill government, Morrison 
perforce became an apologist for 
postponement until the end of the 
war of the benefits to be conferred 
under the Beveridge social security 
plan. He made the final speech in 
the House recommending that the 
question be put over until after 
victory. As a result a resolution

Divergent Personalities.

Economics, who is widely known in 
America. Always considerably to 
the left of the official policy, Las- 
ki describes himself as “the con- 
science of the Labor Party.” The 
rank and file want him there as 
a check on the older and more 
conservative members of the ex- 
ecutive. 


Laski was one of the few mem- 
bers of the executive who favored 
allowing the British © mmunists to 
affiliate with the Labor Party. 
That proposal stirred the sharpest 
debate of the entire conference, 
One Laborite after another mount- 
ed the rostrum in Westminster 
Hall to recount efforts to co-op- 
erate with Communists which had 
ended in bitter disillusion, Earnest 
Britishers spoke with vehemence 
of the Machiavellian intrigues they 
had come up against in their ef- 
forts to get along with the Com- 
munists. 


Most Telling Argument. 


The most telling argument 
against affiliation was the action 
the British Communist Party took 
after the Nazi-Soviet pact of Auge 
ust, 1939. The war against Hitler, 
for which the Communists had 
been clamoring, promptly became 
an “imperialist” war in which 
they would have no part. Speaker 
after speaker cited the about-face 
of Communist leaders such as Hen- 
ry Pollitt who promptly repudiated 
everything they had advocated. 


Chief pleader for permitting the 
Communist Party to join up with 
labor was Will Lawther, head of 
the miner’s union. He made an im- 
passioned speech from the floor 
urging unification of the left, but 
while the delegates found it mov- 
ing, they were not convinced by it. 
Before the conference much of the 
discussion turned on the fact that 
the Communist Party in Britain 
was inevitably dominated by the 
Communist International in Mos 
cow. After Stalin dissolved the 
International, this argument was, 
technically at least, invalid. Nev- 
ertheless, the conference voted 
712,000 to 1,951,000 against affilia- 
tion. In a brilliant -summing up, 
Morrison pointed out that there 
was nothing to prevent individual 
Communists from joining the La- 
bor party and working for indi- 
vidual place and position inside 
the party, subject always, of course, 
to Labor Party discipline.

Mr. Bennett’s Misuse of Words. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE statement of Representative 

Bennett of Missouri to the House on 
May 13 that the United States is “a re 
public, not a democracy” is, I submit, a 
dangerous misuse of words, 

It is dangerous, because it suggests 
that Mussolini's reference to “the stink- 
ing corpse of democracy” might not be 
so bad after all; and because therewith 
it suggests that a proper Fascism, which 
would run the country right for “the 
right people,” would not be so bad, either. 

As in every country, since ours began 
there have always been persons, usually 
devotees of some social, religious or 
economi¢ cult, who have tried to block 
every public development of civil liber- 
ties, the suffrage, education, social secur- 
ity and agencies such as those for public 
health, agricultural counseling, the geo- 
detic survey, forestry conservation and 
the parcel post. Commonly these per- 
sons have paraded under some banner 
that suggests propriety, pity or patriot- 
ism. Commonly, too, such persons and 
any innocents they may have duped em- 
ploy specious arguments, including mis- 
use of words. 

Thus, Mr. Bennett refers his fellow 
Congressmen to their dictionaries to 
learn that the United States is a repub- 
lic, and that it is not a democracy since 
a democracy requires everybody to de- 
cide everything and to carry out every- 
body’s decisions to the last detail, 

What dictionaries Mr, Bennett hag in 
mind he does not say. The current edi- 
tion of Webster's New International Dic- 
tionary does recognize an “absolute, or 
pure” as compared with a “representa- 
tive” democracy, but goes on to say that 
“specifically, and commonly in modern 
use, a democracy is a representative gov- 
ernment where there is equal''- of righ‘*s 
without hereditary or arbitrary differ- 
ences in rank or privilege.” 

Mr. Bennett might well have said that 
our country is a republic and not an im- 
possibility, since the “democracy” he en- 
visages would be an impossibility for 
any group even as small asa family. He 
might also have said, very truly, that 
our country is not a perfect democracy. 
No perfect democracy ever has existed 
or probably ever will exist. He may have 
meant, however, that our democracy is 
equipped to make itself always more 
nearly perfect, through rational, consti- 
tutional methods. 

Herein especially, democracy is su- 
perior to Fascism and to Communism 
alike. It is worth defending and ad- 
vancing, in war and in peace,

Food—A Weapon of War. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 
NE of the most significant differ- 
ences between Fascism and democra- 

cy is that noted by Italian soldiers in 
Sicily who are very anxious to become 
prisoners of war of the United Nations. 

They know, or soon learn, that when 
an Axis prisoner is in the hands of the 
democracies they need no supplementary 
rations from their respective Fascist 
governments, for the democracies feed 
them well. But when an Allied prison- 
er is in the hands of Fascist govern- 
ments, the Allied Nations must send 
supplementary rations through the In- 
ternational Red Cross because of the 
meager food allowances of the Axis. 

This significant point may account for 
the wholesale collapse of the Axis forces 
in Tunisia even with abundant supplies 
that they had on hand. This can also 
prove that food is just as important an 
implement of war as munitions. W. R. 


Grade Labeling: Consumer Protection.

7. R. MAXON, the advertising man, 
e has quit the OPA, In his lengthy 
letter of resignation he gives many rea- 
sons, but particularly reveals his own at- 
titude when he states he cannot sub- 
ascribe to the type of thinking that con- 
tinues to drive for grade labeling; that 
grade labeling is the greatest threat to 
American industry and our way of life 
that ever existed, because it is a spear- 
head in a drive to eliminate brands, 
trademarks and eventually free enter- 
prise. 

I take it, then, from this death-em- 
bracing statement, that it is not at all 
good for the consumer to be told the 
grade of canned tomatoes he buys, or 
the amount of rayon in his suit, or 
whether the blanket he relies on to keep 
him warm contains 5 or 50 per cent wool, 
but that it is good for business not to 
commit itself.

The brightest legislative opportunity in many 
years.—Post-Dispatch editorial, Jan, 7. 

The legislative process in Missouri under the rep- 
resentative system of government has broken down. 
—Post-Dispatch news article, June 20. 

These two quotations, one describing the promise 
and the other, six months later, the performance, or 
rather lack of it, are an appraisal of the session of 
the Missouri Legislature which has just closed. It 
is doubtful if, in the century and a quarter of state- 
hood, an Assembly of the people of Missouri has 
proved on the whole a greater disappointment. 

There was every reason to expect real achieve- 
ment at Jefferson City this year.’ The voters had es- 
tablished the Republicans in control of the House 
in a protest against disregard of the public wel- 
fare by the Democrats over a decade and more. A 
special election gave the Republicans as many seats 
in the Senate as the Democrats. From St. Louis 
went an entirely new House delegation of 19, sent 
by the voters as a repudiation of the Democratic 
governorship steal and related displays of partisan 
politics. 

But the “blue ribbon” accolade soon became @ 
badge of disapproval, not to say derision. A new 
invisible government made itself felt. This time, it 
was not a utility corporation, but the small-loan com- 
panies’ lobby. David Lichtenstein was revealed as 
a maker of lawmakers. The farcical small-loan !n- 
vestigation, the pushing and hauling and, finally, 
the defeat even of the bills to extend banking and 
credit union facilities were enough in themselves to 
discredit the session thoroughly. 

Goy. Donnell not only took a stand for consolida- 
tion of duplicating tax collection agencies and civil 
service, but went before the Legislature in joint 
convocation to plead in their behalf. The Legis- 
lature, listened to him and then slaughtered both 
measures. 

Again the case was made for criminal code re- 
form—for the right of the Judge to protect the 
interests of society by forcing jointly indicted crim- 
inal defendants to go to trial jointly when the mat- 
ter of justice was not involved, for plugging the 
other loopholes remaining in our criminal proce- 
dure. But the State found to its sorrow that a Re- 
publican Farrar could be as effective as a Demo- 
cratic Lauf in blocking the way to progress. 

The State found, too, that the Republicans could 
be as oblivious as the Democrats to the needs for 
redistricting for representation in Congress (Repre- 
sentative Ploeser has 425,000 constituents, Represent- 
ative Cannon only 207,000), in the State Senate 
(Senator Falzone of Clayton has 320,000 constitu- 
ents, Senator Quinn of Maywood only 45,000) and 
in the State House (St. Louis County, with 274,230

population, and Jasper County, with only 78,705, 
each have three State Representatives). 

As if the session had not already descended far 
too low by that time, Representative C. T. Wolf, Ste. 
Genevieve Republican, used his power as a com- 
mittee chairman in an attempt to force a parole for 
a State prisoner. He actually went so far as to 
notify the Governor that he would not report out a 
bill until the parole was granted! 

Thanks largely to the Governor’s own failure to 
hold departments severely within wartime limits, 
much time was spent in wrangling over appropria- 
tions. Along with that, inadequate social security 
sums were voted, and Missouri now faces the pos- 
sible José of its matching Federal funds. 

The old rule of secrecy still stands, The pros- 
pect that committee votes on measures would be- 
come public property soon went glimmering. The 
bill for the reform of the Justice of the Peace Courts 
died even after changes to allay honest doubts. A 
genuine Legislative Council was thrown into the 
discard. The school-funds partisans got in their 
licks. The bill to authorize jury service by wom- 
en was put to death and Missouri held in the be- 
nighted past on this score, The primary-date change 
was postponed once more. 

This is not to say that no good was accomplished. 
On the contrary, there are a substantial number of 
achievements. We now have a marriage health law. 
We have a law which extends the legal life of bal- 
lots when they are needed for vote-fraud investiga- 
tions and prosecutions. St, Louis at last has a 
teachers’ pension enabling act. The right of the 
State Highway Patrol to do police and crime detec- 
tion work is now clearly stated in law. No longer 
is Missouri in the company of small New England 
states which do not have a soil conservation statute 
to permit co-operation with Federal facilities. No 
longer must St. Louis police go without vacations 
and suffer other intolerable working conditions. 
No longer must civil litigants put ‘up with all the 
old delays and obstacles to justice in the trying of 
their cases; a new civil code, impaired by amend- 
ment though it may be, has at last been adopted. 

To these gains might be added others. For them 
the State is grateful, although this is gratitude for 
improvements which any group of legislators should 
be ashamed to withhold from the people. 

But when allowance is made, the fact remains that 
the session is a disappointing one. It did not live 
up to its promise. Its members, the first to be 
paid $125 a month instead of the old 1875 pittance, 
failed to rise to their opportunity. 

Missouri now looks to the State Constitutional 
Convention. May it write a record of achievement 
over the failures of the “blue ribbon” Legislature!

What the leader of the invasion thinks of the 
press was shown in a recent headline: “EISEN- 
HOWER LET REPORTERS IN ON SECRET IN 
JUNE.” What the chief executive, on the other 
hand, thinks of the press, was shown in another 
headline: “PRESIDENT IN ANGRY MOOD AS- 
SERTS NEWSPAPERS START DISPUTES AMONG 

OFFICIALS,” 

Headlines about notable victories over there— 
headlines about strikes, war-contract chiseling, ad- 
ministration feuds and production slowdowns over 
here. 

There are many fine achievements on the domestic 
front, to be sure, but there is something sadly wrong 
with the picture if such headlines as we have cited 
can still appear. 

It is time, as we remarked last Sunday, for the 
home front to buckle down to the war. 


TALK IS EXPENSIVE. 

Talk is proverbially said to be cheap. This month, 
in London, a soldier of the United States was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. Drinking, he 
had spoken in carelessness of a new type of combat 
plane. The error was credited with being not ma- 
licious. Nevertheless, said the board of review, it 
might have cost the lives of many American soldiers. 

Talk is no longer cheap. It is a torpedo at the 
port bow, a bayonet at the breast, a bomber over 
a child’s crib. Talk is expensive, Not just London 
and New York talk. Missouri and St. Louis talk. 
Wherever there are facts the enemy can fight less 
well without—talk needs to be small, and careful. 
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LICK THE PLATTER CLEAN. 

The clean dinner plate is an institution as Ameri- 
can as well as the full dinner pail. It is therefo: 
an event when the employes of the Curtiss-Wright 
plant in St. Louis establish the Clean Plate Club 
for their children as a means of conserving food. 
More important still is the report of the member- 
ship that it’s working. The children are doing their 
part toward cutting down on the 15 per cent of 
American food production that was wasted last year 
on dinner plates and in kitchens. 

It has always been a sound rule that the fellow 
who eats the most peas and cornbread gets the 
most ice cream. The home that lacks such an edict 
should lose no time in installing one. Another de- 
vice that tends toward a clean plate at the end of 
the meal is sopping. The child who has not learned 
to mop his plate out with any piece of bread that 
will hold together—thereby getting the last drop 
which pot-liquor and gravy are good to—is simply 
the -hild who has taken on nourishment but ne~cr 
really eaten, Sopping is unsightly, economical and 
a joy to the inner man. é 

The matter is finally cinched by impressing the 


youngster with the doctrine that there is some- 


thing scandalous about leaving a plate with food 
still on it. This idea is all the easier to implant 
because there is something scandalous about it. The 
people who really deserve food are those who ‘reat 
it with the proper respect, and it is not respect of 
any sort to leave it on the plate, unwanted, forsaken 
and disconsolate. 

Here’s for clean dinner plates at the finish, so 
there will keep on being full ones at the start. 
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THE ARMY WINDOW-SHOPS. 

Bargain-hunters—as who isn’t?—will look with 
envy and longing at the mark-downs which Pfc. 
Peregrine Pickle, the ubiquitous American soldier, 
is finding in his peregrinations up, down and across 
this sphere. 

In Sicily, it is sald, one cigarette will purchase 
a large, luscious watermelon or half a dozen canta- 
loupes par excellence. In the Woodlark Islands of 
the South Pacific, two sticks of twist tobacco will 
buy a grass skirt, 100 pounds of sweet potatoes or 
a crocodile, For three sticks, it is possible to acquire 
a walking cane or a bush pig. 

After perusal of these items, even the most bright- 
ly-decorated show windows seem to lack some- 
thing. Not a crocodile in the lot; not even a floor 
model, guaranteed to be ag good’as new or your 
stogie back. 

Not a bush pig or pawpaw or grass skirt. Only 
neckties, and phonograph record albums, summer 
lawn furniture and sun togs. Living at home has 
come to seem incredibly like—well, living at home. 
Only more so. . .

HE United Nationg face major tasks of 
T handling territory wrested from the ene- 

my. The preparatory work is rapidly 
assuming imposing proportions. Must of 
it is veiled in secrecy. The assignment cov- 
ers the entire European continent, all the 
lands overrun by Japan, and Japan proper, 


Not even the Germans, masters in me- 
ticulous planning, could be better equipped 
for systematically preparing the details of 
occupation than are the Americans. But 
the problems will be more complex for the 
Allies than they have been for the enemy, 


The Nazis and the Japanese have the 
great administrative advantage of rule by 
force. The enemy has a geographical ad- 
vantage, particularly the Germans, who 
spread via a unified continental railway 
and trucking system. When the United 
Nations invade, the value of that central 
position will become clear. Unless gigantic 
raids make the center untenable, the Ger- 
mans will slowly retreat into the inner 
fortress, bequeathing to the United Nations 
more scorched earth and millions of desti- 
tute people. 


Rehabilitation in Our Interest. 


The United Nations need the products of 
the farms and factories of the Continent as 
badly as the Nazis did, as an aid to early 
victory. The combined resources of the 
United Nations are hopelessly inadequate to 
feed and clothe all the liberated millions. 
Apart from humanitarian duty, we must 
rehabilitate the economy of occupied areas 
for the sake of our fighting forces. The 
alternative is widespread unemployment and 
industrial anarchy behind the lines. An 
army with chaos at its rear soon becomes 
demoralized. 


It is vital that nothing be done by black- 
jack methods, even if they promise tem- 
porary success. The forces of voluntary 
co-operation must be mobilized. This re- 
quires political tact. Our administrators 
must be of first-rate caliber. 


What the wrong tone may do to the re- 
lations even between states of the same 
federal union is suggested by the strength 
of the feeling which still exists in the 
South against Northerners after almost 
three generations. Most of it derives, not 
from the actual fighting, but from the way 
occupation and reconstruction were handled, 

Our command should know the major 
economic installations and spare the most 
valuable ones in so far as alternates in

tactics offer. It should distract the enemy 
as much as possible from their demolition. 


The real task will be to get industrial 
plants and farms producing quickly. Euro- 
peans must do the work. We can’t even 
staff them with managers in the time avail- 
able. Speed is essential. We must stave 
off the corrupt political maneuvering which 
a disorganized economy invariably brings. 


As soon as the first bridgehead is gained, 
a staff of military governors must seize the 
central controls of money and banking, 
transportation, communications, public serv- 
ices, fuel and power, agriculture, industries 
and handicrafts, man power, distribution 
of goods, prices, rationing, policing of the 
market, medical services and public health. 


A staff of specialists for each of these fields’ 


must be on hand. 


Decision on the Ground. 


The work must be done on the spot, not 
with blueprints drafted 9000 miles away. But 
the wisest decrees will fail unless’ capable 
native administrators help. The North Afri- 
can prelude should have taught us that 
politics plays even more of a role than 
economics, Some who are professionally 
qualified to help may belong to the “wrong” 
party. The cross-currents of resentment 
and ambition will run fast and strong. We 
must avoid a search for perfection. 


A window-pane factory in a bombed city 
might save more people from death by 
pneumonia ‘than a dozen hospitals. Relief 
must be adapted on the spot to conditions 
which intelligent men of action perceive. 


Men of commonsense will leave decisions 
as to long-term economic changes to those 
who alone have a legitimate right to make 
them—the people of the nations concerned. 

The war effort of the United States has 
been delayed by a combination of evils in 
the administrative structure. In contrast, 
the accomplishments of American free en- 
terprise in industry and agriculture are 
most impressive, Contracts for reconstruc- 
tion jobs in occupied territory ought to be 
awarded to private corporations. Such a 
policy would also prepare American indus- 
try for its part in postwar foreign trade. 

The establishment of military government 
by the United Nations will be the first step 
toward peace. Some of its operations prob- 
ably will be the model for many lasting 
forms of useful international economic co- 


operation, or the reverse, 


A Test for Sicily’s People

T was from the war-bitten and rebellious 

island of Sicily that Garibaldi led his le- 
gions for the liberation of Italy. Yet Sicily 
was never wholly Italian. It was never 
won to Fascism, though the regime tried 
hard to woo the impoverished and sullen 
peasants by building aqueducts, draining 
marshes, multiplying schools, making the 
roads now useful to the Allied forces. 

This reporter once arrived in Palermo 
just after Mussolini had completed a “tri- 
umphal” tour, An exhibit of the grandiose 
public works planned for Sicily was on dis- 
play. The people were boasting that they 
refused to turn out for the Duce, and at 
the exposition the schoolboys openly jeered. 

What will the people do in face of inva- 
sion? If they are inclined to rise, they could 


be of great help to the invading forces by

non-resistance, if not by guerrilla warfare. 

The question is whether at the showdown 
they are more anti-Fascist than pro-Italian, 
or pro-Sicillan; more antagonistic to a de 
tested Government, that is, than to foreign- 
ers attacking their soil. The cost of inva- 
sion will hang on this inner conflict, and 
this in turn will be decided by the action 
of the King in the crisis and by the effect 
of the President’s message. 

The people of Sicily are poorer, fiercer, 
less integrated in the system than the peo- 
ple of the mainland. Their history and the 
strains that mix in their blood make them 
unpredictable in a test of loyalties like this, 
But Sicily will be a political as well as a 
military proving ground, and in the next 
few weeks, questions of decisive impor- 
tance to the future will be answered there.

HE appeal of this book, as is the case 
4 with many other accounts of Army life 
and Army wife experiences, lies in. the 
familiarity of the material.

The true adventures of the author, a typ- 
ical war bride who spent her honeymoon 
on a train en route to her Army officer 
husband's first station at Galveston, Tex.

in letter form and illustrated with humor- 
ous sketches by the author. The chapters 
that strike the most sympathetic note are 
those dealing with housing conditions at 
various Army towns, 

At their desert post in Blythe, Cal. for 
instance, where room-and-bath cabins rent- 
ed for §90 a month, the St. Johns first 
shared a motor court cottage with another 
couple and later lived in style in a garage 
which had been converted into a one-room 
“apartment,” which they named Tortilla 
Flats. To add to the sparse furnishings, 
Mrs. St. John made a magazine rack, a cof- 
fee table and record player stand out of 
lettuce and orange crates, painted with 
dime-store varnish, made a waste basket by .

out, and decorated the walls with maps. 

Mrs. St. John has the happy faculty of 
making life in hot, dry, dusty—and buggy— 
surroundings sound like a gay adventure, 
In spite of temporary discomforts, she re- 
tained her sense of humor and the typical 
philosophy of Army wives, that she was 
lucky to be with her husband under any 
conditions.

What is their attitude toward the Fascist government and 


their Axis allies? 


Has the haunting spectre of invasion called forth a corresponding 
determination to defend themselves? 

In other words, is their morale today good or bad? 

Those are the questions which 1 put to myself, having just 
returned from a two months’ visit to Italy. 


What the great masses think of 
their future is probably best ex- 
pressed in the words of an Italian 
woman who told me bitterly after 
Africa was finally lost by the Axis: 

“There is a whole generation 
which has jearned nothing else but 
to fight for Fascism. I have 
nephews and cousin who have 
done nothing but serve Fascism on 
the battlefield—first in Ethiopia, 
then in Spain, and now in this war. 

“If they live through the present 
war, we do not know how they will 
readjust themselves to the future. 
Next year, my own son will be 18. 
If the war goes on, he too must 
fight.” 

Most of the Italians I met were 
afraid to speak about Italy be 
cause of the police dictatorship un- 
der which they are living. 


Like a Prison Cell. 

To a person like myself, from a 
neutral country with free speech, 
Italy is like a prison cell without 
air. 
During the two months I spent 
there, the country had to face 
many difficult situations and many 
changes took place. 

People lost not only their loved 
ones but also their hopes for the 
future. The “empire” for which s 
generation had fought vanished 
into thin air. The spectre of in- 
vasion grew .from a possibility to 
a certainty. 

From the burning hell of South- 
ern Italy came hordes of refugees 
seeking safety in Rome which 
they hoped would be spared from 
bombing. 

But on the outside, the official 
varnish was as shiny as ever un- 
der the voluble gestures of Italian 
oratory. The human gramaphones 
of the Ministry of Propaganda 
played the same records for the 
public. 

There was an obvious tendency 
or the part of the Fascist gov- 
ernment to turn Italian hatred 
toward the United States, while 
England received milder treatment. 
Perhaps this frantic effort to whip 
up Italian hate for the Americans 
was due to the fact that normally 
the Americans have been extreme- 

popular in Italy, while even 
long before the war the feeling be- 
tween the Italians and the British 
was already far from friendly and 
needed little extra impetus to turn 
into hatred. 

The worst bombing raids in 
which civilians suffered were al- 
ways attributed to American flyers 
by the Fascist leaders, 

The famous “explosive fountain 
pens” at Grosetto which were said 
to have been dropped along with 
“dolis filled with explosives” in 
order to “injure the children who 
found them” were also definitely 
charged up to United States air- 
men by the Fascist propagandists 
—until a skeptical neutral cor- 
respondent demanded proof in the 
form of actual victims. 

In the newspapers, only a few 
pictures of children with bandaged 
fingers were produced as “evi- 
dence.” An “investigation” was 
promised, but the outcome is still 
being awaited, 


Propaganda Raid. 

Then came the propaganda raid 
at the end of May when pamphiets 
threatening to bomb the Vatican 
were dropped in Rome. A rumor 
soon spread that some Italians 
themselves had planted these 
pamphlets by hand—because they 
all seemed to have “landed” in the 
most suitable places. 

Shortly thereafter the ordinary 
Italian police—mind you, not the 
secret police—arrested a group of 
men in priests’ garb and it was 
discovered that under their long 
black robes they had hidden some 
of the famous “explosive fountain 
pens” which they had been scat- 
tering generously along the streets 
of Rome. 

During the police interrogation, 
it was discovered that they weren't 
priests at all; and they were quick- 
ly freed when it was discovered 
that they weren't Italians, either, 
but that they were Germans. 

The most serious psychological 
feature about the Italians today is 
their apathy. The people have lost 
their feeling of responsibility. 

When something important has 
happened you never see the Ital- 
fans rushing to buy newspapers 
from their newsboys—for the sim- 
ple reason that they already know 
beforehand what their Fascist-con- 
trolled newspapers wil] say. 

It must be admitted that Fascist 
education has made enthusiastic 
marionettes of a large section of 
the younger generation which is 
the only group the Government 
can actually trust. 

However, according to the re 
ports I heard in Rome, hundreds 
of students—members of a secret 
organization called “Giustigzia e Li- 
berta” (“Justice and Liberty”)— 
have been thrown into prisons for 
anti-Mussolini propaganda. 


| 


One hears too of the steady 
growth of the large secret “Mat- 
teotti” underground organization 
(named in honor of Giacomo Mat- 
teotti, famous anti-Fascist deputy 
in the Italian Parliament, who was 
murdered by Fascist henchmen in 
1924.) This organization, together 
with Communistic groups, played 
an important role in the recent 


great strikes tnat paralyzed Italian | 


industries in Turin. 
Open Revolt Unlikely. 


But no one in Italy seems to 
believe in the Feasibility of an open 
revolt against the Fascist govern- 
ment before there is a complete col- 
lape inside Italy. Ordinary Itali- 
ans seem to fear the chaos such 4 
collapse would bring and are there- 
fore trying to hold it off as long 
as possible—if only by remaining 
passively loyal to the present Gov- 
ernment, the only one they knew. 

For these and other reasons, the 
Italian Government's strength even 
in the present dark days is not to 
be underestimated. 


That host of Fascist party bosses, 
big and small, who fill al] the gov- 
ernmental posts seem somehow to 
hold the party and the Government 
together. 

But the greatest stren of Fae 
cism is in the apathetic resigna- 
tion of the man in the street to 
the “right” of this or that “pezzo 
grosso” (“big shot”) of Fascism to 
run his affairs for him, 

This power went to the head of 
many a party bureaucrat and en- 
abled him to live off the fat of the 
land. 

It is interesting therefore that 
the party’s leaders are now insist- 
ing on a revival of the “old revo- 
lutionary ardor” that marked the 
beginning of Fascism in Italy. 

The new party secretary, Carlo 
Scorza, is being very emphatic 
about the “dangers of fat living for 
Fascist revolutionaries.” 

Fascist newspapers often publish 
long lists of persons who have been 
purged from the party for various 
reasons such as “taking bribes,” 
“luxurious living,’ or “listening to 
defeatist talk.” 


People Don’t Care. 


But the mass of the people do 
not care. As long as they have 
enough money to buy a little extra 
food through the black market 
they do not heed official appeals 
to remember the glorious past, 
shun defeatism, and ignore black 
market opportunities. 

If one black market operator dis- 
appears—and the prisons are very 
full of them just now—there’s al- 
ways another ready to take over 
the business. 

The Italians seem to stand 
strangely on the sidelines as on- 
lookers in their own war. 

As long as the war went well for 


Italy they were delighted, which is| 


only human. But now when things 
are going from bad to worse they 
are trying to find scapegoats— 
which is also human. 

Thus they are blaming their 
“Axis brothers” (the Germans) for 
the terrible mistake the Italians 
have made, 

It is not for empty reasons that 
German soldiers have been ordered 
not to appear in the streets of 
Rome in their uniforms. But they 
are still very much there and cer- 
tain sections of the city give the 
impression of being totally German 
districts. 

There is deep pathos in the fact 
that the Italians turn nowadays to 
such dead leaders as Garibaldi for 
their inspiration. 

It is .hardly probable that new 
leaders of an effective opposition 
will rise publicly now or even in 
connection with the invasion, Such 
action at a time like this would 
probably be considered as treason 
by most Italians. 

The ‘talians are likely to fight 
in defense of their native land— 
which is something different from 
the defense of Mussolini's artificial] 
empire. 

Speaking of the future, however, 
I often heard Italians express feel- 
ings that indicate they are begin- 
ning to understand that the policy 
of the clenched fist must inevitably 
become a policy of the outstretched 
hand. 

Occasionally, one hears a hope- 
ful tone, especially when the ordi- 
nary people speak about the 
United States. The hate propa- 
ganda against the Americans has 
never succeeded. 

Even the feeling toward Mus- 
solini himself is largely influenced 
by the fact that he called in the 
“foreigners,” as the Germans now 
in Italy are called, 

Rome Little Changed. 

It may be pertinent here to men- 
tion what one foreign woman, long 
a resident of Rome, told me: “I 
think Rome will really be bombed,” 
she said, “not by the British or 
Americans, but by the Germans.” 

It is surprising how little Rome

SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUI-

Hordes of young Italians, seldom 
in uniform, fill the streets, indi- 
cating that Italy’s untapped man 
power must still be considerable. 

True, people don’t stroll along 
the Via Veneto (Rome's Park av- 
enue) as leisurely as they used 
to, but at lunch and dinner time 
elegant men and women atill fill 
the deluxe hotels, 

The upper class Italian woman, 
as always, is exquisitely well- 
dressed and wel] made-up. 

Shops along the Corso Umberto 
(Rome’s Fifth avenue), have un- 
usually well-filled windows for 
those who have ration coupons to 
spare, 

But back of such super-elegant 
facades. of central Rome, the or- 
dinary women of the people stand 
in line from 4 a. m. in order to 
get vegetables—the only foodstuff 
except bread, rice and macaroni 
available to the masses. One 


the long .under-nourished Italians 
are still more so today. 

Yet, there is very little grumb- 
ling. The Romans distrust each 
other almost as much as they do 
outsiders. 

There is one policeman in Rome 
for every 17 inhabitants — not 
counting the secret police, known 
as the OVRA. Mussolini has given 
his given his chief of police such 
far-flung powers that Italy is prac- 
tically under a police dictatorship, 

When the air raid sirens sound, 
the Italians go to often imper- 
fectly improvised shelters, but they 
show no panic, They shrug their 
shoulders—and exchange jokes. 

The calmness of Rome’s citizenry 
is a fact, whether due to the feel- 
ing that the Vatican is inviolable 
or the realization that despite 
many air raid warnings nothing 
has happened, 

In other parts of Italy where 
there have been bombings and 
civilian casualties, the reaction is 
about the same as in other

A REVIEW OF THE WEEK

VENTS of earth-shaking si 
E nificance trod on each other's 
heels ag another. critical week 
of the global war ended. From 
the jungles of New Guinea to the 
orange groves of Sicily, from 
the rich plains of Central Rus- 
sia to the far islands of the 
North and §6outh Pacific the 
tide of United Nations attack on 
the Axis arch of conquest is 
mounting in fury and power. On 
the ground and over it, on all the 
seven seas, the pattern of victory 
ig being wrought in a manner to 
buoy the belief of free men every- 
where that the end is certain and 
perhaps nearer than any have 
dared believe. 

That was embodied in the stern 
joint warning by,President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
to the people of Italy to surrender 
now, before they feel the full 
havoc of destruction which their 
fellowship with Hitlerized Ger- 
many hag invited, And it was 
strikingly implicit in the Presi- 
dent’s abrupt rebuke to two high 
ranking war aides for wrangling 
in public over policy, 

The matters in public debate 
between them, Roosevelt told 
Vice-President Wallace and Com- 
merce Secretary Jones, “Are now 
academic so far as winning the 
war is presently concerned.” 

Against the background of what 
has happened and still is happen- 
ing to the Axis on every active war 
front, that was a striking pro- 
nouncement. A .survey of the 
week's events on battle fronts half 
the world apart tends to bear out 


that interpretation of the Presi- 


dent’s words. Presidential impa- 
tience with ill-timed and acrimoni- 
ous disputes among his home 
front Heutenants speaks of knowl- 
edge they may not possess of im- 
pending events designed to smash 
the foe and shorten the war. 

The revealed elements of that 
pattern of victory as the war news 
set them out this week are dra- 
matic enough. First among them 
in significance and glowing possi- 
bilities stands the Russian counter- 
attack on a stalled Nazi foe, carv- 
ing savagely at the Orel salient 
that is the keystone of the German 
war arch in Russia. 

That transcends even the con- 
tinuing swift forward rush of 
American, Canadian and British 
forces in Siciy to set all Italy tot- 
tering. It means that the massive 


Nasi offensive, whatever its pur- 
pose or objective, failed even to de- 


* ] Red Army preparations for 


attack, 

It was halted without detriment 
to the offensive deployment of 
Russian armies ringing the Orel 
salient for concerted thrusts at the 
communication lifeline of the 
whole center and south sectors of 
the Nagi front in Russia, the 
Vitebsk - Smolensk - Bryansk ~- Orel 
rail network. The Orel outwork 
and the Bryansk main bastion of 
that vital feeder system are in 


peril. If they fall to Rissian arms, | 


a Nazi retreat in Russia behind the 
Dnieper River line from Vitebsk 
to the Black Sea, a withdrawal on 
a front 1000 miles or so in length, 
would seem inevitable, It could 
mean ultimate disaster in Russia 
for Hitler. 

With the launching of that Rus- 
sian offensive, grave apprehension 
in highest British-American mill- 
tary circles was eased, The Rus- 
sian blow definitely ended uneasy 
doubts whether Russia intended to 
sustain the Allied demands for un- 
conditional surrender of the com- 
mon foe. . 

The effect is the same as if the 
Russian thrust had been mapped 
also at strategic council tables in 
Casablanca or in Washington, It 
nips the Axis in a continent-wide, 
three-pronged pincer attack, makes 
multi-fronted war a reality for 
Hitler. 

Nor can he look to Japan for 
ald. Gen. MacArthur's men are 
surging forward to stamp out the 
last Nipponese footholds on New 
Guinea, and American ships and 
planes are taking an ever-rising 
tol] of enemy surface and aircraft 
in the lomong theater. Sooner 
or later the Nipponese enemy must 
send his main fleet into action, 
with its risks, or fall back and 
leave & fatal dent in the southeast 
perimeter of his conquest zone. 

And anytime now another Jap- 
anese island foothold in the Aleu- 
tians, Kiska, may go the way of 
Attu, 

The steady and now undenied 
waning of Nazi U-boat menace in 
Atlantic searlanes is another and 
dominant factor in the brightening 
war scene, All in all, there is 
some justification for those who 
hope that less than another 12 
months will see the end of Hitler 
in. Europe and a beginning made

New Guinea Natives Amazed as U.S.

SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA, July 17. 
ROM the viewpoint of the na- 
F tives of New Guinea, a new and 
terrible monster of war has 
appeared to haunt their dreams. 
It rolls along at great speed over 
forest roads. Its many huge wheels 
move over logs and through mud 
without hesitation. It picks up two 
or three tons of cargo, then ambles 
weightily toward the sea, staggers 
into the water and sails quietly 
away beyond the blue horizon. 
The natives ran when they first 
saw the new amphibians. Now 
they stand by the roadside and 
shake their heads in wonderment. 
Even some ofthe nerican and 
Australian troops stand around in 
amazement as the ponderous ma- 
chines change from land to sea op- 
eration.

Planes Shot Up 
In 17 Raids, Yank 
Pilot Unscathed 


Has’ Brought 
Back 3 _ Fortresses 
Damaged Beyond 
Repair.

IEUT. ARMAND F. BURCH, 
L 27 years old, of Grand Rapids, 

Mich., has had so many Flying 
Fortresses shot up over Europe 
that they have nicknamed the re- 
pair hangar at this atation 
“Burch’s Barn.” Not once in 17 
raids has he returned without his 
ship having to undergo repairs. 

Three times his shell-splintered 
bombers came back so badly 
wrecked that they became “hangar 
queens,” which means in air force 
parlance that they were s2 badly 
damaged that only thelr parts 
could be salvaged to patch up 
other planes, 

From the Antwerp raid April 5, 
Burch glided home across the Eng- 
lish Channel on one engine with 
three wounded crewmen. June il 
the same ship was knocked out 
completely in an attack on Wil- 
helmshaven. From Kiel two days 
later he brought another battered 
Fortress home with two wounded 
crew members. 


Several Forced Landings. 

Several times he has failed to 
get back to his own base, having 
force-landed crippled bombers as 
soon as he reached the English 
coast. 

Burch himself has emerged un- 
scathed except for a flak scratch 
on his right cheek. 

He is reputed to be one of the 
best pilots at this station. He and 
his co-pilot, Lieut. Bert J. Card- 
well, 22, Salt Lake City, Utah— 
sometimes referred to as the “Gold 
Dust Twins’—have flown together 
since their training days and are 
known as the “perfect team.” 

Burch has had as many as three 
damaged planes undergoing repair 
in the hangar at the same time. 
His crew has flown in so many 
different Fortresses that they've 
never had an opportunity to get 
really attached to a particular one. 

They christened their last ship, 
“Sons of Burch’s,” but the painters 
only had time to trace the first 
word on the bomber’s nose before 
they took off for Villecoublay, 
near Paris, last Wednesday. 


Bombardier Is Killed. 

On that raid, the bombardier, 
Lieut. R. L. Rohrlich, 24, of New 
York City, was wounded fatally 
as the Fortress limped back to 
Britain, bearing 50 gaping flak 
holes. He was the only member 
of the crew hit. 

Hard luck has dogged Burch’s 
crew since they first sighted Eu- 
rope. They brought over the first 
Fortress to leave the United 
States for England in 10943, taking 
off when the new year was only 
two hours old. Near Britain they 
encountered stormy weather and 
headwinds which forced the 
Fortress off its course and over 
France. 

The bomber arrived in England 
with only five minutes’ gasoline 
left, Breaking out of an overcast, 
Burch found the only possible spot 
for a landing was on a golf course 
atop. a cliff on a peninsula jutting 
out into the channel. He made a 
successful belly landing, although 
part of one wing was torn off 
when the bomber struck some 
treetops. None of the crew was 
injured, |

Postwar World 


America’s Fighters, Unimpressed by Magical 
Words, Want Simple Assurance That Four 
Freedoms Will Be Applied to Living Con- 


ditions at Home.

LONDON, July 17. 


HIS is no war, like other wars, to be won as other wars have 
been won. We remember the last war. It was a simple, easy 
thing. When we had destroyed the Kaiser and a little military 


clique, the evil thing ‘was removed and all good things came into 


flower. 


It was not so, but the war was fought on that basis by 


troops who sang and then ran home for the millennium. 


It is said that this is not a sing- 
ing war and thet is true. The 
soldiers fight and work under a 
load of worry. They know deeply 
that the destruction uf the enemy 
is not the end of this war. And 
almost universally you find among 
the soldiers not a fear of the 
enemy but a fear of what is roing 
to happen after the war. The col- 
lapse of re-tooled factories, the un- 
employment of millions due to the 
increase of automatic machiner,, 
a depression that will make the 
last one look like a holiday. 

They fight under a banner of 
four unimplemented freedoms— 
four words, and when any one in 
authority tries to give these free- 
doms implements and methods 
the soldiers" hear that man as- 
saulted and dragged down. It 
doesn't matter whether the meth- 
ods or the plans are good or bad. 
Any planning ie assorted at home. 
And the troops feel they ar: going 
to come home to one of two 
things--either a painless anarchy, 
or a system set up in their absence 
with the cards stacked against 
them, 

Ask Simple Assurances. 


Ours is not a naive army. Com- 
mon people have learned a great 
deal in the last 25 years, and the 
old magical words do not fool 
any more, They do not believe 
the golden future made of words. 
They would like freedom from 
want, That means the little farm 
in Connecticut is safe from for- 
closure. That means the job left 
when the soldier joined the Army 
is there waiting, and not only 
waiting but it will continue while 
the children grow up, That means 
there will be schools, and either 
savings to take care of illness in 
the family or medicine available 
without savings, 

Talking to many soldiers, it is 
the worry that comes out of them 
that is impressive. Is the country 
to be taken over by special in- 
terests through the medium of 
special pleaders? Is inflation to be 
permitted because a few people 
will grow very rich through it? 
Are fortunes being made while 
these men get $50 a month? Will 
they go home to a country de 
stroyed by greed? If any one could 
assure them that these things are 
not true, or if being true that 
they will not be permitted, then 
we would have a singing army. 

This army can defeat the enemy. 
There is no doubt about that. They 
know it.and will accomplish it, 


but they do not want to go home 
to find a civil war in the making. 
The memory of the last depression 
is still fresh. 


They remember the foreclosed 
farms, the slaughtered pigs, to 
keep the prices up, the plowing 
under of crops, because in «6 
starving country there was not in- 
telligence enough in the leaders to 
devise a fneans of distributing an 
oversupply of food. They remem- 
ber that every plan for general 
good life ig dashed to pieces on 
the wall of necessary profits. 

These things cannot be over 
stated. Any one who can reassure 
these soldiers that such things will 
not happen again will put a 
weapon in their hands of incred- 
ible strength, it ig said of such 
reassurance, What do the soldiers 
hear—that Mr. Jones is calling 
Mr. Wallace names; that Mr. 
Jeffers is fighting with Mr. Ickes; 
czars of this and that are fighting 
for more power and more juris 
diction, 

Congress.in Hysteria. 

Congress, in a kind of hysteria 
of impunity from public criticism, 
has removed even the machinery 
of relief which might take up the 
impact of a new depression; that 
black markets are flourishing and 
that the operators are not little 
crooks, but the best people. The 
soldiers hear that the price of liv- 
ing is going up and that the wages 
are following them. A soldier is 
not a lone man, He usually has 
a family dependent to a large 
extent on the money he can allot, 
and his pay does not increase with 
the cost of living. 

These are the things that he 
hears. The papers are ful] of it, 
the letters from home are full of 
it—quarreling, anxiety, greed. And 
being a soldier he cannot com- 
plain. He is forbidden to com- 
plain, You cannot have that kind 
of thing in an army. He is not 
cynical, but he is worried. He 
wants to get this war over with, 
and to get home to find what they 
have done to hig country ip his 
absence. 

The four freedoms define what 
he wants but unless some machin- 
ery, some foundation, some clear 
method ig shown, he ia likely te 
believe unly in that freedom which 
Anatole France defined—the equal 
freedom of rich and poor to sleep 
under bridges, Who can reassure 
the soldiers that what seemg to be 
happening wil] not be permitted 
to happen?

WASHINGTON, July 17. 


HE nastiest nest of rats to be found in this entire country” 
was the way Representative Eugene E. Cox (Dem.), Georgia, 
characterized the Federal Communicafions Commission in a 


tempestuous speech on the House floor early this year. The virulent 
onslaught presented a paradoxical] picture against the backdrop of the 
honeyed comments on the FCC that Cox had made on the floor 


previously. 

For instance, on April 8, 1940, 
Cox extolled the commission and 
called for an investigation of what 
he called the “broadcasters’ trust”; 
and on June 3, the same year, he 
charged that the broadcasting in- 
dustry was inspiring an attack on 
Commission Chairman James Law- 
rence Fly, and again demanded an 
investigation. 

This astonishing backflop of the 
acid-tongued Georgian has two 
contradictory explanations, one for- 
warded by the FCC, the other ad- 
vanced by Cox himself. In any 
event, the developments leading up 
to the current investigation of the 
FCC by the Select Investigating 
Committee chairmanned by Cox, 
comprise one of the most bizarre 
chapters in Congressional history. 


Chronology of Story. 


The chronology of the story, as 
given in the FCC timetable, is as 
follows: 

On March 6, 1940, an application 
was filed with FCC by the Herald 
Publishing Co. of Albany, Ga., for 
a license to operate a radio station. 

Cox, on April 8, 1940, and June 3, 
1940, commended Fly and the FCC. 

Cc. D. Tounsley, secretary-treas- 
urer of both the Herald Publishing 
Co, and its affiliate, the Albany 
Broadcasting Co., wrote Cox on 
Feb. 21, 1941, about “the issuance 
of your stock, which will be sent 
to you after the certificates have 
been printed.” 

Minutes of a meeting of stock- 
holders of the Albany Herald 
Broadcasting Co., held April 10, 
1941, show that Cox had been re- 
tained “as special legal counsel for 
Radio Station WALB, and that a 
retainer fee of $2500 would be paid 
immediately for such employment.” 
Cox is a lawyer by profession. 

Cox, by his own statement, was 
very active in this period in seek- 
ing to persuade the FCC to grant 
the radio station license, conferring 
with commission members and 
sending them wires and letters. 

The commission granted WALB 
@ license on July 11, 1941. 

In August, 1941, the broadcast- 
ing company paid Cox $2500 for 
“legal services,” and Cox gave the 
company a $2500 check for 25 
shares of stock. The commission's 
position is that Cox, in effect, thus 
was paid his legal fee in stock. 


Change in Cox's Attitude. 


While inquiring into a routine 
radio matter in Georgia, the com- 
mission, on Jan. 26, 1942, discov- 
ered the existence of the Albany 
Herald Broadcasting Co., of which 
the commission had no record. It 
wrote to the Herald Publishing 
Co. for further information, and 
was informed that the broadcast- 
ing company was an affiliate. At 
this time the commission was un- 
aware of Cox’s financial interest 
in WALB. 

Two days later, on Jan. 28, Cox 
suddenly charged the commission, 
in a speech on the floor of the 
House, with “monstrous abuse of 
power” and with maintenance of 
an active and ambitious Gestapo.” 
He announced his intention to 
sponsor a resolution to investigate 
FCC. He introduced the resolu- 
tion five days later, but it died in 
the House Rules Committee. 

Commission investigators on 

March 9, 1942, discovered the pay- 
ment of $2500 to Cox by the broad- 
casting company, and of his pur- 
chase of $2500 worth of company 
stock. Seven days later all the 
facts were laid before the Depart- 
ment of Justice for any action it 
might wish to take under the crim- 
inal code, which forbids members 
of Congress from accepting fees 
for any work before Government 
agencies. The department has 
taken no action and officials have 
declined to comment on the sub- 
ject. 
The commission, on Jan. 5, 1943, 
instructed its staff to proceed with 
hearings on an application by 
WALB for renewal of its license, 
and to assign its license to the 
Albany Herald Broadcasting Co. 

The next day Cox reintroduced 
his resolution for an FCC investi- 
gation. It went again to the Rules 
Committee, of which Cox is rank- 
ing majority member. On Jan. 19, 
following Cox's bitter speech at- 
tacking Fly and the FCC, the reso- 
lution was adopted without a vote. 
Cox was named committee chair- 
man by Speaker Sam Rayburn, 
despite the charges against him by 
the FCC, and hearings began sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

Cox’s Version. 

So ends the FCC timetable. 

In his Jan. 19 oration on the 
House floor, Cox said he wished to 
speak on a subject “in which I 
have the deepest personal interest.” 
He told of the efforts of the Herald 
Publishing Co. to get a license for 
its radio station, and conceded 
that while the application was 
pending he consulted “freely and 
frequently” with counsel] for the 
commission and commission mem- 
bers. 

After the license had been 
granted and the station had been 
operating for about a year, he re- 
lated, it was deemed advisable to 
set up a new corporation, the Al- 


“When the new corporation was set 
up,” he went on, “and without any 
knowledge on my part, they issued 
me...a check for §2500, which 
was in turn indorsed by me and re- 
turned as payment for stock in a 
like amount in the new corpora- 
tion. It may be worth $2500 or it 
may not be worth a dime. It will 
not be worth a dime unless the 
new corporation is permitted to 
function. 

“Friends in the new corporation 
insisted they wanted me connected 
with the station; that they wanted 
me to serve in an advisory capa- 
city. They had been told that I 
could not represent them before 
the commission or anyone con- 
nected with the commission or any 
other agency of the Government. 
They said they did not want this; 
that they had their regular coun- 
sel.” 

Why He Sought Inquiry. 

Subsequently, early in 1942, he 
went on, he introduced his resolu- 
tion, which; he maintained, had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
WALB matter. The resolution, he 
averred, was the direct result of 
representations made to him by 
many sources that Fly was under- 
taking to set up a despotic dicta- 
torship over all media of communi- 
cation. 
“Now,” continued Cox, “after the 
resolution was introduced, Mr. Fly 
sent his agents into my district. 
He did for me just what he has 
done for other members of Con- 
gress. He did for me just what 
he has done for everybody else 
who has made any criticism of 
the commission and of its com- 
munistic operations. He set his 
Gestapo like a pack of hungry 
wolves on my trail, and they have 
trailed me since the day I offered 
the first resolution, and they are 
trailing me now.” 

As to the stock that was issued 
to him, Cox went on, that was 
issued on the basis of an opinion 
by the radio station’s attorney 


legitimate” for a member of Con- 
gress to represent anyone “insofar 
as he did not appear before any 
agency or agent of the Govern- 
ment in their behalf.” From the 
time the stock was issued, he went 
on, “I have never communicated 
directly or indirectly with the 
commission with reference to any 
interest of the broadcasting com- 
pany or of anybody else; there 
was no irregularity in the trans- 
action, no effort to cover up at 
all; and I might say to you as 
to what disposition was made of 
the stock, not made in the en- 
deavor to cover up anything, it 
was transferred to a little private 
charity.” 
Doing “A Godlike Thing.” 

When asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter to tell more about this 
“little private charity,” Cox said 
that he had transferred the stock 
to his wife for the benefit of a 
little Negro crippled girl. “I 
thought I was doing a heavenly 
thing, a Godlike thing,” he said. 
“I never expected to get criti- 
cised. There was no attempt to 
conceal anything. Why, when I 
transferred the stock to Mrs, Cox 
I wrote on the transfer that no 
benefit from the stock should ever 
accrue to me or any member of 
my family. 

“Five years ago,” he related, 
“Mrs. Cox was in the Negro sec- 
tion of our town, riding our cook 
home, or something like that, and 
she came across an old ramshackle 
house without even a chimney. In- 
side was an unwed mother and 
four children, one of whom was 
very sick, with a malformed face, 
diseased teeth and a belly swollen 
like a watermelon. My wife took 
this child to our home for a 
while, paid medical and dental 
bills, finally got the poor thing 
placed in a private school and 
agreed to pay partially for her 
upkeep and the cost of the school- 
ing. It cost her $400 for the den- 
tal bills alone. . 

“Now that little girl is much im- 
proved. The braces are off her 
teeth, her face has reformed, and 
her stomach is back.to normal. 
We send her to eamp in the sum- 
mer. So you see where that $2500 
in stock went. Remember, we're 
just poor folks.” 

He’d Do Fly a Favor. 

Cox reiterated that the check 
episode had nothing to do with his 
decision to investigate the FCC, 
and added that the FCC's activi- 
ties in connection with the $2500 
payment have not caused him to 
become biased in his investigation. 
“Fly played me dirtier than any 
man alive, but if he came to see 
me this afternoon for a favor, he 
could get it,” he asserted. “Life's 
too short to hold grudges.” A mo- 
ment later, however, he added, 
gratuitously: “Fly is gone. He 
can’t maintain his job any more.” 

Last May 14 Clifford J. Durr, a 
member of the commission, filed 
a petition with the Speaker of the 
House for disqualification of Cox 
as chairman and a member of the 
investigating committee, asserting 
that the facts indicate Cox was

Like the events leading up to 
the hearings, sessions have been 
stormy, with Cox at one point 
threatening to have counsel for 
the FCC ejected forcibly. Durr, in 
his petition, charged that on one 
occasion Dr. Robert D. Leigh, di- 
rector of the FCC’s foreign broad- 
casting intelligence service, was 


jwas called by Eugene L. Garey, 


general counsel of the Cox com- 
mittee, and ordered to testify with 
no member present. When Leigh 
was informed he could not have a 
transcript of the questions and 
answers, he refused to testify. He 
was thereupon served with a sub- 
pena and “ordered to testify forth- 
with” in a closed meeting. He did 
so. Only committee member pres- 
ent was Cox. 

Meantime, on instructions of 
President Roosevelt, officials of 
the Army, Navy, FCC and Budget 
Bureau have refused to produce 
béfore the committee certain rec- 
ords and documents which the 
President regards as confidential 
in time of war. The committee, 
frustrated and angered, cracked 
back with a threat to take the 
“issue” back to the House as a 
whole. Said Cox in a stiffly solemn 
statement: “Unless the Select Com- 
mittee ... insists upon its au- 
thority and its right to determine 
. « « how it should proceed, then 
this committee will have failed to 
maintain the dignity and the con- 
stitutional authority of the House 
of Representatives.”

acquiescing in the establishment of 
a reactionary regime in North Af- 
rica and its failure to insist on the 
acceptance of the international 
principles of the party in dealing 
with ‘Quislings.’” 

And on the same theme: 

“This conference reaffirms its 
view of the war as a fight for 
the fundamental liberties of man- 
kind, its conviction that Fascism 
is the enemy of these liberties, its 
determination not to compromise 
or collaborate with Fascism in 
any way; and, therefore deplores 
the political actions of the United 
Nations in North Africa.” 


Incidentally, this -reflects a 
fairly widespread British view. 
Many’ Britishers believe that 
American policy forced the accept- 
ance of Vichyites in Africa. One 
hears not merely within Labor 
Party ranks but In many places 
grave doubt over American policy. 
Will we try to impose other Dar- 
lans and Peyroutons when occu- 
pied Europe is retaken? That 
question is asked even of unof- 
ficial visitors. 

TMscontent with the policy of 
the British government in India 
was expressed in 12 resolutions on 
the subject, some of them phrased 
in strong language. Here are two 
samples: 

“This conference is of the opin- 
ion that the attitude of the Brit- 
ish government toward India, es- 
pecially in the recent flogging 
laws and imprisonments without 
trial of the Indian political lead- 
ers, is closely analagous to that of 
Nazi Germany towards her sub- 
ject peoples. 

“The conference therefore de- 
mands that the Labor members of 
the Government should, in view of 
the Government’s declared prin- 
ciples, exert pressure for the im- 
mediate release of India’s leaders 
and the reopening of negotiations 
at an early date.” 

“This conference condemns the 
action of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in refusing opportunities for 
consultation between Mahatma 
Gandhi, Congress leaders and other 
prominent Indian leaders; ex- 
presses its conviction that India is 
democratically entitled to political 
freedom and independence; urges 
the necessity of the immediate re- 
opening of negotiations on the basis 
of the transference of political re- 
sponsibility to a responsible and 
representative Indian government; 
and presses for the liberation of 
political prisoners.” 

. While these resolutions never 
came before the conference, for 
lack of time, they were none the 
less indicative of the drift of 
thought in the rank and file of 
the party. 

A great deal of debate was taken 
up with the question of what to do 
with Germany at the war’s end. 
This drew almost the fiercest feel- 
ing of the entire conference. 

On one side were the moderates 
who argued that it would be neces-

Wisecracks Resented. 


On most of his appearances be- 
fore Congressional committees, 
Jones has excited resentment by 
his habit of fending off leading 


‘}questions with wisecracks, Testfi- 


fying some days ago before the 
sympathetic Joint Economy Com- 
mittee of which Senator Harry F. 
Byrd of Virginia is chairman, the 
Secretary for once took down his 
hair. It was one of his most re- 
vealing pronouncements. 

He began by drawing a sharp 
line between two periods in the 
history of the RFC. The first be- 
gan with the creation of the 
pioneer governmental corporation 
on Jan, 22, 1932, under the admin- 
istration of President Hoover; and 
continued until June, 1940, when 
the earliest RFC defense subsidi- 
aries were set up. The second 
period started in June, 1940, and 
is still in process, 

In effect, Jones washed his 
hands of the war, which he evi- 
dently regarded as an irritating 
and demented interlude, sweeping 
overboard the orderly practices of 
finance and leaving no certainty 
except heavy cash losses, which 
can only be guessed. His testimony 
breathed a heartfelt nostalgia for 
the days of normalcy, when a 
banker could exact safe collateral, 
borrow money at a low rate and 
relend it at a higher one, calculate 
profit and loss with assurance, bal- 
ance his books and take command, 
under natural law, of any enter- 
prise in which he invested funds. 

_  Peacetime Glories. 

The witness grew eloquent over 
the peace-time glories of RFC. Of 
its original capital stock of $500, 
000,000, he said, 175 millions have 
been retired. Outside of its de- 
fense and war agencies, the estab- 
lishment has earned a profit of 
$300,000,000, in addition io a re- 
serve of $125,000,000. 

Referring to subsidiaries not di- 
rectly involved in the war, he re- 
lated that the Export-Import Bank 
has operated at a profit of $20,000,- 
000; that the losses on $30,000,000 
of loans by the Disaster Loan Cor- 
poration will be less than 10 per 
cent; that the RFC Mortgage Co. 
has $97,000,000 in loans outstand- 
ing, “with little likelihood of ap- 
preciable losses,” and has gained 
$1,700,000 in net earnings; and that 
the Federal National Mortgage As- 
sociation has earned 15 millions 
over and above operating expense 
and the cost of borrowed money. 

“Prior to the war,” he exclaim- 
ed, “we handled 12 or 15 billions. 
We haven't cost the taxpayer five 
cents. If you think you can make 
any better statement than that, 
you just try it. 

“I have been in business prob- 
ably 50 years, and I do not believe 
there is a private corporation in 
the United States, however big, 
that is any better managed than 
RFC,” 

Audit Not Permitted. 

The statement continued that in 
the era of peace Jones borrowed 
money from the. Treasury at one 
per cent and re-loaned it at 3%. 
He added gloomily that the re- 
lending rate to war agencies has 
fallen to an average of 2 per cent. 
He acknowledged also that, in the 
absence of statutory direction, 
RFC has never permitted the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office to audit 
its books, The chief of this estab- 
lishment is the Comptroller Gen- 
eral of the United States. 


subordinates of “hamstringing 
bureaucracy,” “backdoor complain- 
ing,” delay of production projects 
because of “possible dollar losses” 
and “exasperating rear guard ac- 
tion by RFC officials who are still 
fighting the war with peacetime 
red tape, corporate technicalities 
and unnecessary caution.” 

The official RFC complaint 
against Wallace and his executive 
director, Milo Perkins, was that 
they were seeking to use the war 


\for raising the standard of living in 


Latin America and for placing the 
government ir control of Amer- 
ican industry, with Jones function- 
ing heroically as a bulwark of pri- 
vate enterprise. 

Likely Sources of Discontent. 

Outside observers suggested two 
other probable sources of discon- 
tent. The first was that BEW was 
one of the few war agencies which 
dared exercise to the full the 
plenary powers vested in it by the 
President. The other was that 
BEW had been guilty of heresy in 
reversing the orthodox relations of 
banker and borrower, telling the 
banker agency when, where and 
how the money must be spent. 

BEW's aggressive procedures 
brought it into conflict not only 
with RFC but with the State De- 
partment. In the latter case, the 
President intervened with a clari- 
fying order giving primary respon- 
sibility to the State Department in 
matters of foreign policy and to 
BEW in matters of business judg- 
ment, 
William L. Clayton, Texas cotton 
magnate, who is Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, lamented to the 
Byrd committee that BEW not 
only took RFC’s money but insist- 
ed, against all financial etiquette, 
in telling the banker agency how 
it must be spent. In such a plight, 
the banker’s only recourse. would 
be to stall off the signing of checks 
as long as possible. According to 
Wallace, Jones and his employes 
made habitual use of this device. 

Signs of Bitter Feeling. 

Clayton seemed fairly embit- 
tered because Perkins no. longer 
signed directives to RFC, but had 
relinquished the pen to Morris Ro- 
senthal, chief of BEW’s Office of 
Imports, and even to the latter’s 
assistant, Arthur Paul. So far 
as he knew, Clayton protested, 
RFC would have no option but to 
pay if Rosenthal or Paul sent in a 
draft for a billion dollars. 
Some light may be thrown on the 
problem by the difference of atti- 
tude existing between Jones and 
Wallace on the one hand, and on 
the other between Jones and Wil- 
liam M. Jeffers, Rubber Director 
of the War Production Board. Just 
as BEW stripped three RFC sub- 
sidiaries of their operating func- 
tions, so Jeffers deprived RFC's 
Rubber Reserve Co, of the admin- 
istration of the synthetic rubber 
program, Yet Jeffarg and Jones 
are on brotherly terms. 
The RFC explanation is that 
Jeffers is following to the letter 
the original Jones map for creat- 
ing an artificial rubber industry. 
Another account has it that Jones 
was reconciled to losing this area 
because Jeffers, under a White 
House order, at the same time di- 
vested BEW of foreign rubber pro- 
curement. Chiefly, it appears 
Jones and Jeffers, as exponents of 
big business, talk an identical lan- 
guage. But a psychological gulf 
as wide as the distance from pole 
* pole separated Jones from Wal- 

ce,

Director of New OEW. 


Crowley is not regarded ag iden- 
tifiable with either faction in the 
Wallace-Jones row. A resident of 
Madison, Wis., and a Federal job- 
holder since 1934, he ranks as a 
liberal and at least nominally as a 
New Dealer. Essentially a man of 
business, however, listing himself 
in “Who's Who” as “a corporation 
official,” Crowley is closer in phi- 
losophy to Jones than to Wallace.

Presumably he will go back 
on Government payroll. As head 
of Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation he drew Government 
pay from 1934 to 1939, but from 
then until the present had drawn 
nc Federal Salary. He is a di- 
rector of the National Guardian 
Life Insurance Co., and was for- 
merly president of the General 
Paper & Supply Co. 

The 10-man policy-making BEW 
was abolished by the executive or- 
der and its functions were trans- 
ferred to the Office of War Mo- 
bilization under James F. Byrnes.

It has even more far-reaching 
implications. If what is left of 
the old Social-Democratic and 
trade union groups that were so 
important in the Weimar Republic 
believe there is no hope from 
England, then inevitably they will 
swing to Communism, hoping for 
better treatment from Russia, 
This poses a grave problem, par- 
ticularly in view of the extensive 
Communist underground that is 
said to persist in Hitler’s Reich. 


Whatever the subject, no matter 
how impassioned the _ speakers, 
there was fair play from the men 
and women of labor. “,.. Let him 
be heard.” “Give him time.” “Not 
fair... abide by the chairman.. .” 
Such cries from the floor enforced 
the ancient British doctrine of 
free speech in a free assembly 
even in the midst of war.

Refusal to participate in ‘persist- 
ent and systematic propaganda 
and agitation’ in the Army was 
‘equal to treason to the revolution- 
ary cause and incompatible with 
affiliation with the Third Interna- 
tional,’ and this because ‘it is nec- 
essary, above all things, to under- 
mine and destroy the Army in 
order to overcome the bourgeoisie.” 
Communist Manifesto. 

Citing Marx and Engels and 
their Communist manifesto of 1848 
as “the fountain head of Com- 
munist principles,” the Chief Jus- 
tice put in his opinion this defini- 
tion of revolution by Engels: “Rev- 
olution is an act in which part of 
the popwlation fortes its will on 
the other parts by means of rifles, 
bayonets, cannon, i, e., by most 
authoritative means. And the con- 
quering party is inevitably forced 
to maintain its supremacy by 
means of that fear which its arms 
inspire in the reactionairies.” 

As a particular disqualification 
of Schneiderman, Chief Justice 
Stone said that in the new govern- 
ment which the Communists 
planned to establish “the freedoms 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights 
were to be ended.” He continued, 
quoting from Stalin’s “The Theory 
and Practice of Leninism”: 

“There can be no talk of ‘free- 
dom’ for everybody. The dictator- 
ship of the proletariat is incom- 
patible with the freedom of the 
bourgeoisie. The dictatorship is, 
in fact, necessary to deprive the 
bourgeoisie of their freedom, to 
chain them hand and foot in order 
to make it absolutely impossible 
for them to fight the revolutionary 
proletariat.” 

Reply to Justice Douglas. 

Addressing himself sharply to a 
separate concurring opinion by 
Justice William O. Douglas, who 
also joined in Justice Murphy’s 
majority opinion, the Chief Jus- 
tice said that Justice Douglas for 
the first time proposed a new con- 
struction of the 1906 naturalization 
law “which would preclude any in- 
quiry concerning the fact of pe- 
titioner’s attachment to the Con- 
stitution.” In presenting his view 
that “attachment to the principles 
of the Constitution” is a general 
rather than specific phrase, Jus- 
tice Douglas had said: 

“If findings of attachment which 
underlie certificates may be set 
aside years later on the evidence, 
then the citizenship of those whose 
political faiths become unpopular 
with the passage of time becomes 
vulnerable. We should not tread 
so close to the domain of freedom 
of conscience without an explicit 
mandate from those who specify 
the conditions on which citizen- 
ship is granted to or withheld 
from aliens.” 

Since the majority opinion of 
Justice Murphy was quoted in the 
news dispatches announcing the 
decision, it will not be reviewed 
here, It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that Justice Murphy cited the 
famous dissent of the late Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes in the 
Schwimmer case (1929), rejecting 
the citizenship application of a 
Hungarian woman. This was the 
statement that freedom of thought 
means “freedom for the thought 
that we hate,” which may now 
be taken to have been adopted by 
the majority after nearly 20 years. 

And it is interesting to note that 
Justice Murphy, in passing on the 
revolutionary nature of Commun- 
ist literature and speeches, said: 
“Every utterance of party leaders 
is not to be taken as party gospel. 
And we would deny our experience 
as men if we did not recognize 
that official party programs are 
unfortunately often opportunistic 
devices ag much honored in the 
breach as in the observance.” 


To this reader of the opposing 
opinions, one of the most impres- 


Vigorous Dissent by Stone 
Marks Communist Issue 


sive statements came in the sepa- 
rate concurring opinion of Justice 
Wiley B. Rutledge, newest member 
and former dean of the Washing- 
ton University Law School. Argu- 
ing that if a man’s citizenship can 
be taken away after “nothing more 
than re-examination upon the mer- 
its of the very facts the judgment 
established,” Justice Rutledge said 
that “no citizen with such a threat 
hanging over hig head could be 
free.” He continued: 

“If he belonged to ‘off-color’ or- 
ganizations or held too radical or 
perhaps, too reactionary views, for 
some segment of the judicial pal- 
ate, when his admission took place, 
he could not open his mouth with- 
out fear his words would be held 
against him. For whatever he 
might say or whatever any such 
organization_might advocate could 
be hauled fo at any time to 
show ‘continuity’ of belief from the 
day of his admission, or ‘conceal- 
ment’ at that time, 

“Such a citizen would not be ad- 
mitted to liberty. His best course 
would be silence or hypocrisy. This 
is not citizenship. ... Immedi- 
ately we are concerned with only 
one man, William Schneiderman, 
Actually, though indirectly, the de- 
cision affects millions.” 

Minority Unmoved. 

These contentions, as the earlier 
quotations showed, did not faze 
Chief Justice Stone and Justices 
Roberts and Frankfurter, who 
stuck resolutely to their view that 
adherence to Communism was am- 
ple cause to revoke a former alien’s 
citizenship. 

The Chief Justice’s feeling is only 
the more emphasized when we 
remember that in 1931 he voted to 
extend citizenship to Canadian- 
born Douglas Clyde Macintosh, 
Yale divinity professor, who re- 
fused to bear arms to defend the 
United States, 

Justice Robert H. Jackson did 
not participate in the case. He 
made a point of stating that the 
reason was because he “succeéd- 
ed to official responsibility for it” 
as Attorney General. It is possible 
that this ig the first time a Su- 
preme Court Justice expressly an- 
nounced in a decision the precise 
basis for his disqualification,

OUR hundred women are to 
Fv given the opportunity of 

assuming special wartime du- 
ties by serving as volunteers in 
day care centers for children 
whose mothers are in essential 
industries in St. Louis and St. 
louis County. That working 
mothers may give their undivid- 
ed attention to their riveting, 
welding or other work in the 
various war plants, the Volun- 
teer Service Department of the 
Social Planning Council, which 
operates the Health and Welfare 
Section of the Office of Civilian 
Defense, must obtain volunteers 
for additional centers to be 
opened in September. 

The committee directly respon- 
sible for recruiting, training and 
placing of volunteers in the cen- 
ters is the Family and Children’s 
Service Committee, of which MPs. 
William Schwab is chairman. 

“There is no volunteer service 
which touches the man power 
problem as intimately as that of 
day care for children of working 
mothers,” said Mrs. Schwab. 
“The center has the primary ob- 
ject of making it possible for 
women to work in war indus- 
tries. But if making workers 
available is the primary object of 
care, there is another basic one, 
which must not be considered 
secondary. It is the presetvation 
of family life. Day care should 
provide the best possible substi- 
tute for normal home life.” 

— — 


Centers Visited. 

VISIT to some of the cen- 
A ters now in operation shows 

that little Peggy and little 
George are getting a great deal 
more than the best possible sub- 
stitute for normal home lift. They 
are getting everything from a bal- 
anced diet to applied psychology 
at the hands of a competent pro- 


fessional staff aided by en- 
tusiastic volunteers. 

The first center visited was at 
Jackson School where the group 
was engaged in early morning 
play. Little girls were doing the 
daily washing and ironing for a 
large family of dolls; young 
artists were busy with their 
painting; clay modelers were in- 
tent on their work while others 
played on the seesaw or about 
the grounds. Neighborhood chil- 
dren, perched on the high wall 
inclosing the grounds, looked on 
the happy scene with play-hun- 
gery eyes. 

At Grace Hill House, children 
under the watchful eyes of vol- 
unteers were shouting joyfully 
as they ran under a shower im- 
provised on the grounds or 
played quietly at stringing large 
wooden beads or at digging in 
the sand. As morning play 
progressed the youngsters were 
given cups of cool orange juice. 
They made a game of drinking 
it by taking every drop and 
turning their cups “bottoms up” 
on the table. 


The playgrounds at Council 
House, with its fine equipment, 
its capable staff and faithful 
volunteers, looked like nothing 
so much as a children’s picnic. 
At Stella Maris Center in St. 
Philomena’s Convent, so named 
by the Sisters of Charity, hands 
and faces were being washed for 
luncheon. Small tables were 
spread with bright paper covers

The children en- 
joyed baked meat pie covered 
with mashed potatoes, creamed 
fresh string beans, buttered 
beets, sliced tomatoes, buttered 
bread, chocolate pudding and 
milk. : 

Children at Normandy Center 
were taking their afternoon rest. 
Little cots were placed in rows 
in a cool dim room in which 
volunteers sat at vantage points 
ready to swat the first truant 
fly which might disturb the im- 
portant nap. After their naps 


every day the children are given 
some light refreshment before 
being taken out to play on the 
grassy lawn shaded by tall elms 
and oaks. 


Committee Plans Care. 


HE Metropolitan Committee 
T=: Wartime Child Care was 

set up as an OCD committee 
in the Social Planning Council 
more than a year ago. From 
the beginning the committee has 
had a long range view which 
sees Johnny’s family when the 
war is over. It is also concerned 
with what happens inside John- 


ny when he is left in a strange 
place early in the morning to be 
separated from his mother until 
almost bedtime. Because of this 
deep concern over children of 
working mothers, the volunteers 
at the centers must be good 
ones, They must have expert 
training. They must be as care- 
fully selected as the professional 
staff in charge of the centers. 
Two volunteers a day for six 
days a week must work at each 
center. Plans are that by Sept. 
1 there will be 12 new centers in 
St. Louis and six in St. Louis

ENNIFER JONES is the girl 
who became famous because 
she was selected to play the 
title role in “The Song of Berna- 
dette.”

The human body is a remarkable machine in that it 
can adapt itself to a variety of conditions and develop 
a tolerance to drugs. But there is no logical evidence 
to show that just because we can tolerate toxic drugs, 
these drugs are beneficial to us.

@ THE FETAL STAGE before birth and the first few years 
of the infant's life, are the most critical as regards his physio- 
logical and phychological growth. He is then developing faster 
than at any later period in his existence. Slight changes dur- 
ing this developmental period may produce disproportionately 
serious after effects in later life. 

To illustrate, suppose we take a hen egg that is being incu- 
bated and chip off a tiny piece of the shell. By means of a 
delicate needle point, we prick the budding wing or leg that 
is forming in the embryo. Or suppose we needle the spot where 
the eye is beginning to form. The egg will hatch, but the re- 
sulting chick will have a deformed wing or leg or be blind. In 
short, minor changes during the stage of rapid development 
may result in disaster later on. 

The same needle prick would not disturb the chick seri- 
ously after hatching, but it will make it a deformed monster 
if applied earlier in the growth cycle.

Nicotine is a toxic drug. So is morphine. Only 
one-fourth grain of morphine will put you into deep 
sleep and one or two whole grains may be fatal. But if 
you become a narcotic addict, you may. be able to take 
10 to 20 grains at a shot without serious effect.

This 
tolerance, however, doesn’t mean the morphine addict is health- 
fer or more brilliant mentally just because he can stand a large

You mothers who have become slaves of nicotine, there- 
fore, must not salve your consciences just because your baby 
geems to tolerate the nicotine that he receives.

Just now, a young woman who is working in a munitions 
plant and who went with another worker to dine in a city 
restaurant tells me: “After the wait- 
er brought our change, we left ex- 
actly 10 per cent of the bill on the 
tray for him. I was never so em- 
barrassed as when he rudely re- 
turned this amount to us, saying 
that we had come to a high-class 
restaurant, where tips were the 
waiters’ wages and that he had a 
family to support. 

“I was doubly surprised, because 
I had thought even the 10 per cent 
was more than plenty for him, as 
he had neglected us all through the 

— A dinner, and made us ask repeatedly 
EMILY POST for more water and rolls. 

“However, I mumbled, ‘I’m sorry,’ and Mary got red up 
to the edge of her hair. We each left 10 cents more and didn’t 
stay around long after this incident. Since then, I get incensed 
every time I think of that waiter’s rudeness and at my own 
spinelessness. So, please, Mrs. Post, will you give exact infor- 
mation on figuring amounts that are right?” 

As already noted, schedules for tipping cannot be exact, 
because much depends upon where you go, what you order, the 
service given you, and very much more upon what you exact. 
The conventional 10 per cent of a restaurant bill was correct 
in the days when people ordered a substantial amount of food. 
But teday, when most people go to the other extreme and order 
as littie as possible, 10 per cent of your bill must be qualified 
by, is above the minimum tip forthe type of restaurant you are in. 
Nawurgily, if a bill is $5 you might properly leave 50 cents, 
bes M your bill is 50 cents, you could not leave a nickel. In 
@® restaurant of high repute—especially in one where there is 
an orchestra—the tip 25 cents for one, or 35 cents for two, mini- 
mum, is proportionately higher than it would be in a restau- 
rant where you sit at a bare table and pay the cashier. In this, 
you might leave a tip as little as 10 cents at the table. Your 
answer, “I'm sorry,” was quite right. As an antidote to your 
“spinelessness” you could have added, “I did not know ‘you re- 
eeived no wages.”

Help Wanted column in the 
daily newspapers, and if recent 
classified ads are any criterion, 
these times are pretty good. 
Some of the appetizing advertis- 
ing allure has even prompted 
job seekers of a previous era to 
indulge in the “remember” 
game, the recurring refrain of 
which goes, “Remember when 
you used to have to be over 20 
and under 80, able to take both 
dictation and abuse, have a Ph. 
D. degree, a face like Lana La- 
mour, and a size 4B foot, to get 
a job paying 12 bucks a week? 
And now look at ’em, Girls from 
15 to 75, no experience neces- 
sary, short hours, good pay, 
trangportation furnished, insur- 
ance furnished, everything but 
a pair of nylons and breakfast 
in bed, Why when I got my first 
job—” 

Just as any merry little 
throng can produce a guy who 
can beat your story about the 
high school boy earning $80 a 
week doing part time work this 
summer of '43, so can it produce 
someone who can tell a more 
heart rending tale than you 
about the job he had during the 
summer of ’33, But in case your 
social set has a “let sleeping 
dogs snore” policy, or ig com: 
posed entirely of 18-year-olds, 
it might help to ponder the past 
via actual advertisements of a 
dusty decade ago. For the ads of 
a8 and ‘43 are as different as 


black and white, or at least, 
as gray and rose. 


You have to go through those 
10-year-old classified pages care- 
fully or likely to skip right 
over the Help Wanted without 
seeing it. The Post-Dispatch 
of the first Sunday in July, 1948, 
carried almost 20 columns of 
help wanted ads for men, 15 for 
women. But Sunday, July 2, 
1933, there were exactly 24 def- 
inite jobs for men listed, less 
than half a column, with an ad- 
ditional two columns of selling 
and partnership ads in which 
experience-embittered job hunt- 
ers found little solace. 


These included such “excep- 
tional opportunities” as the 
chance to sell, door to door, an 
everlasting match, a chemical 
cloth that polished all metals, 
an imported French perfume, a 
gilt framed portrait of President 
Roosevelt, a crash proof, model

HANKS to the WPB, man can 
no longer enter or leave this 
world in the style. to which he 


has become accustomed. 


From the cradle to the grave, he 
is now the victim of priorities. 
The newborn infant is faced with 
the possibility of having to forego 
that essential garment, the diaper; 
and in death man is likely to be 
embalmed by the old fashioned—or 
gravity—method because embalm- 
erg are beginning to feel the pinch 
on modern embalming equipment. 
The circle is complete. We are 
trapped. 


When Representative Frances P. 
Bolton stood up in the House of 
Representatives and asked the 
OPA, pointblank: “how can a baby 
do without diapers?” she was 
merely giving official voice to a 
question which has been worrying 
the very devil out of millions of 
women, everywhere, including St. 
Louis. 

With the highest birthrate in 
history expected for 1943, the 
diaper supply in St. Louis is about 
50 per cent of what it was a year 
ago, as a result of which a diaper 
is about as easy to buy nowadays 
as an ounce of cocaine, That is, 


. In department stores and joints 


like that. There are, of course, 
places where you can get an ounce 
of cocaine a lot easier than you 
can get a diaper, but that’s another 
story. 

Disguised as a three-months’ old 
infant, we made a survey of the 
diaper situation in St. Louis which 
led to the conclusion that many a 
youngster is in danger of catching 
his death of cold, come winter. 

The situation has just about re- 
sulted in nervous prostration for 
the head of one of the largest dia- 
per services in the city. Back in 
the old days, when a diaper was 
more or less taken for granted, 
they bought 6000 dozen (or 72,000, 
roughly) diapers a year. Now they 
are getting about half that many 
which, with business growing—or 
trying to grow—by leaps and 
bounds, has brought about a pre- 
carious situation. 

It is so bad, in fact, that people 
who are expecting babies as far in 
the future as next January are put- 
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airplane, or 47 revolutionary 
inventions for the kitchen, no 
mention being made of the only 
revolutionary invention that 
would have found favor in a 
1983 kitchen, how to feed a fam- 
ily from an empty pantry. The 
ads for partners were almost 
invariable futile feelers for 
someone with $2500, or $1500, or 


Women’s jobs were slightly 
more plentiful than men’s be- 
cause there is, apparently, no 
wage too low to offer women 
employes in that time graceful- 
ly referred to as economic crisis, 
Many a Wanda the Welder may 
like to recall that the majority 
of jobs offered in help wanted 
columns were housekeeping 
jobs, and the majority of wages 
quoted were in the $10 to $15 a 


month class. No, Wanda, not a 


day, a month, ° 


Typical ads, chosen at ran- 
dom, read: “Girl, 
not afraid of work, $12 month”; 
“Girl, white, 22 to 380, house- 
work, care of infant, $10 
month”; “Young woman, neat, 
intelligent, housework and care 
of children, $10 month”; “Girl, 
white, age 25 to 35, housework, 
laundry, furnish references, $5 
week”; “Woman, white, unen- 
cumbered, general housework, 
$2 week”; and one, giving a 
smart suburban address, aid 
for general housework and care 
of children, $3 week.” Still oth- 
ers demanded better trained 
help, for instance, “Nursemaid, 
Capable of ‘caring for two- 
months-old baby, day and night, 
$35 month.” 

A gag that went the rounds 
some time back concerned the 
test given prospective stenog- 
raphers in a defense plant, in 
which it was alleged the girl 
under consideration was led 
into a room containing a type- 


ting in their applications for dia- 
per service now. 


The manager told us about one 
woman who kept on wusing the 
service long after her child had 
passed the diaper stage. Diapers 
being the rare commodity they are, 
the manager called to ask her why. 
“I’m expecting another baby in a 
few months,” she explained, “and 
I thought it would be safer to 
hang onto the service rather than 
give it up and take a chance on 
getting diapers again.” 

The company is now processing 
about 100,000 diapers a week, but 
they are far from able to supply 
the demand and are dreading. the 
arrival of fall. Summer, it seema, 
is the slack season in the diaper 
business, because a lot of people 
go out of town and others do their 
own. But when fall comes, it’s 
going to be bad. 

Department stores and dime 
stores are receiving allotments of 
diapers these days, which come to 
about 50 per cent of normal sup- 
ply. As a result, as soon as a 
diaper hits the place, women are 
all but standing in line with their 
undiapered children in their arms, 
waiting to snatch it up. 

They are offering a substitute 
in the form of a disposable diaper 
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writer, a machine gun, and a 
rive machine, and if she 
could pick out the typewriter, 
she was hired. 

Getting an office job 10 years 
ago was a slightly tougher 
task. A stenographer paid $15 
a week had to be “apeedy, ac- 
curate, and neat,” and give 
“full education and business 
history.” Another ad asked for 
“Girl for office work and 
switchboard, must be neat and 
attractive, $6 week,” and still 
another, “Bookkeeper, know- 
ledge of cost accounting, {3 
week.” These last two \-ere, 
perhaps, extreme examples, but 
there were few office jobs ad- 
vertised at all, and a proposed 
salary of $60 a month was 
enough to tie up employment 


_ agency traffic. 
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TEAK was cheaper in price 

and sans points, but five 

meat cutters advertised for 
jobs in the Situations columns 
on Sunday, July 16 of that year, 
one of them listing salary de- 
sired as $10 a week. The situa- 
tions column, outbalancing the 
help wanted column, gives a dim 
and grim idea of the times, 
‘with such specimens as, “Engi- 
neer, 22 years experience, any 
salary,” “College graduate, de- 
sires job as chauffeur, $6 week,” 
“Architectural an, years 
of experience as estimator, de- 
signer, research ability, college 
trained, willing to be put on 
trial without compensation.” 


There were accountants and 
bookkeepers, stenographers and 
typists to burn, or at least fire. 
Some of them sounded a des- 
perate note. “Give me a 
chance,” the ads read, “I'll do 
anything.” 

Whether you would like to 
go back to those simpler star- 


vation days probably depends 
on whether you were hiring 
someone at two dollars a week, 
or working for that sum. Cer- 
tainly there is reason for wist- 
ful nostalgia on the part of 
women who now have to offer 
their favorite bedroom, clothes, 
and husband in order to get a 
maid, or, as in the case of one 

rn woman, the use of her 
own mink coat on maid’s day 
off. In St. Louis, the air-con- 
ditioned approach seems to be 
working well and at least one 
maidless mistress has baited 
her hook thus, “Wouldn’t you 
rather work in 70 degree in- 
atead of 105 degree temperature 
this summer? Five-room, new 
air-conditioned apartment, no 
laundry, help with care of 10- 
months-old baby, $50 a month.” 
Even this salary compares 
poorly with, “Girl for 
housework, own room and bath, 
emall family, $75 month,” and 
“Girl, plain cooking, clean three 
rooms, own room, bath, radio, 
$90 month.” If a housekeeper 
ad now states $12 it means, not 
$12 a month, but $12 a week. 
Or maybe, a day. : 

As for clerical help, here too 
the working worm has turned. 
Typists, beginners or experi- 
enced, are offered $100 and up- 
wards a month, stenographers 
as much as $200 a month. 
Firms that once turned thumbs 
down on married women em- 
ployes now let them work up 
to the day they have to hasten 
to the maternity ward. Still 
others offer the inducements of 
cool office, light work, after- 


noons off to ogle at Alan Ladd. 
One recent ad with a practical 
view of the man shortage of- 
fered the temptation, “Stenog- 
rapher, salary $110 month, two 
men in office.” 

With all of this, it’s no won- 
der that the stenographer who 
once worked for $5 a week, the 
maid who has jumped from four 
dollars a fortnight to $40 a 
week, begins to feel, first es- 
sential, then indispensable. 
Should anyone profiting from 
the fortunes of war get to feel- 
ing too important, we recom- 
mend a session with the ads of 
°83. It won’t happen again—we 
hope—but it furnishes a good 
reason for putting that time- 
and-a-half overtime into war 
bonds. Then, in the summer of 
1953, you'll have something be- 
sides check stubs, and “remem- 
ber” stories in reverse,

ELIEF on the diaper front has 
R ven promised by the WPB 

since Representative Bolton 
made her stirring plea: The in- 
fants of the nation have been as- 
sured of 7,876,000 dozen diapers for 
the coming year. This comes to 
94,912,000 diapers, which should al- 
low every child in the country sev- 
eral changes a day. 

Diaper sellers and_ servicers, 
however, point out that while this 
is an increase of 64 per cent over 
present diaper production, it will 
actually be an increase of only 14 
per cent since production was al- 
ready off 50 per cent. At the same 
time the birthrate has increased 
nearly 20 per cent and is atill ris- 
ing. They are inclined to doubt 
that even 94,912,000 diapers will 
be sufficient to stem the flow. 

As for safety pins, they are 
growing so rare that any day now 
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you can expect to see them being 
moved from the notions counter 
to the jewelry department. If you 
want to bring happiness into the 
life of a new mother, don’t send 
wf silver mug. Just send a safety 
pin. 

Stores report that they now get 
about 15 per cent of the safety 
pins they used to get, and some- 
times less. “So far this year,” said 
one jobber in notions, “I’ve been 
able to get my hands on about $6 
worth of safety pins. I used to 
handle as much as $600 worth 
every month. What I get now,” 
he said, succinctly, “doesn't 
amount to a row of pins.” 

The manager of a five-and-ten 
store reports that they now get an 
allotment of safety pins every two 
months, and the annual total is 
from 10 to 15 per cent of What 
they used to get.

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Figure Trimness

‘E girls at home will have to 
watch ourselves, or those 
lasses in uniform will get 

ahead of us in figure trimness and 
good-looking, easy posture. 

Some of us will have to get busy 
if we’re to come near matching 
the erect carriage that the girls in 
uniform are acquiring. 


First, let’s learn just what good 
posture is, Then remember to prac- 
tice it until it becomes a habit. We 
won't try to make ours a military- 
looking posture, but will concen- 
trate on an erect, at-ease carriage. 


Good posture means this—and 
you might ag well start learning 
these points now as later: The 
head should be held high—not 
thrown backward nor the chin 
pulled into the collar. Next, the 
chest should be raised—don’t just 
throw out your chest to an awk- 
ward and stiff pose, but hold the 
chest in an easy, raised position. 
This throws the shoulders back. 

The abdomen should be pulled in 
—flat. Do this by tightening the 
lower abdominal! muscles. 

Now the back—it should be 
straight. This is accomplished by 
tightening the muscles of the but- 
tocks and shoving the hips for- 
ward. 

Here is an exercise that should 
aid you in strengthening the mus- 
eles involved in good posture: 
Stand erect with feet parallel, 
chest raised, abdominal muscles 
pulled in. Now raise both arms 
above the head and stretch, as if 
you're trying to separate the chest 
from the waistline. Bend to the 
right, then to the left. Now relax, 
but don’t droop or slouch; repeat 
10 times.

GOOD POSTURE is not just for 
standing positions but for sitting 
also. There’s a right and a wrong 
way to sit, and the right way 
means better poise and grace and 
makes the figure look better.

N the first chapter of this series 
[os articles on “Manhunting With 

The Pinkertons,” I related how 
William A, Pinkerron, listening to 
a pianist playing Chopin’s Rain- 
drop Prelude, deduced correctly 
that the musician was wanted for 
bank robbery on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

But I doubt if even that detec- 
tive’s encyclopedic mind would 
have guessed: that a girl at the 
piano of a mansion in the Lake- 
wood district of Cleveland, O., was 
unknowingly playing the prelude 
and accompaniment to a murder. 
Yet such was the fact. The time 
was about 10 o’clock in the eve- 
ning of July 18, 1919, and the place 
the fine, spacious mansion of Dan- 
iel Kaber, publisher. 

Not being a composer, the mur- 
derer could not write the music 
especially for the scene, but it was 
as effective as if carefully selected 
and planned for the purpose as for 
any murder scene in an opera. 

The publisher’s residence radi- 
ated not only of wealth but also 
of peace and security. Had Mr, 
Pinkerton been passing, he would 
have seen several windows on the 
lower floor alight. Shadows on 
the curtains would have revealed 
that the piano was being played by 
a girl of about 17 and that an- 
other, of similar age, was stand- 
ing beside her. 

The piece was a wild Hungarian 
rhapsody, full of sound and fury, 
pounded out with some skill and 
all the enthusiasm of a pair of 
strong young hands. 

Then came a man’s scream from 
a darkened room on the second 
‘floor, but this probably would not 
have been heard on the sidewalk 
on account of the music.

Veal Loaf Good 
* 

Hot-Weather Dish 

OR a hot weather meat dish, 
F a home-made veal loaf of about 

three. pounds, will provide 
enough meat for a family of four 
for about two meals—or at least 
for a dinner and next day’s sand- 
wiches. And a delightful dish it is 
—and not hard to make. 

Cut into pieces three pounds of 
veal, free of inedible portions. 
Place in kettle and cover with 
water, to which are added: 1 large 
onion in slices, two stalks of 
chopped celery, pepper and salt 
and a tablespoonful of butter. Let 
this mixture cook until meat is ten- 
der and the broth is down to 
merely a couple of cups. 

Put the veal through the meat 
grinder and strain the broth. Soak 
in half a cup of water one table- 
spoonful of gelatine and after five 
minutes of soaking let it dissolve 
in the broth. Then mix the ground 
veal with the hot broth, contain- 
ing the gelatine, check as to salt 
and pepper. 

In a handy shaped dish, place a 
lining of waxtd paper. Then pour 
in the veal mixture and let stand 
to cool. Slice to serve. A veg- 
etable salad of cooked beets and 
string beans rounds out a good 
main course and a hot dessert of 
the pudding type completes a gen- 
erous meal.

HIS ig written in Lancaster in 
T x heart of the Pennsylvania 

Dutch section of that beautiful 
state. There is a solidity, a sturdy 
honesty, a sincere directness here. 
And it traces back and back 
through the years to the days back 
in the eighteenth century when 
this part of the country was set- 
tled by groups of Germans. They 
became the Pennsylvania Dutch. 
As one descendent of an original 
immigrant explained to me: “Some 
folks call us stubborn. We think 
we are firm.” 


Whichever verdict is correct, the 
fact remains that these people 
stand by their ideas. And so far as 
I am concerned I greatly admire 
their ideas concerning food. They 
have no food fads which I have 
ever detected, except the one that 
the land owes them a good living, 
but they must work and collect it. 
Out of that which they produce, 
a rightful amount must be placed 
back within themselves in the 
form of wholesome, well-prepared 
food. That is the duty of their 
women folks. And those women 
folks not only perform that duty 
but they also perform it with 
honor and with a dignity which 
is most commendable. There is 
nothing frivolous or slipshod 
about their preparation of the 
food and the men folk are not 
slipshod or frivolous in their full

Pennsylvania Dutch cooking is 
probably the most firmly estab- 
lished of all the forms of re- 
gional cooking in America today. 
It prevails in the homes of the 
older generation and also of the 
newer generation. 
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@ THE CASUAL TRAVELER, the 
automobile tourist or the business 
man speeding through the cities 
is not likely to find it to any ex- 
tent. Unfortunately, the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch have not inclined 
much toward restaurant operation 
nor does one see the tearoom type 
of food purveyor as is 80 typical 
of New England. The menus in 
the general run of hotels are much 
the same as the standardized 
menus in hotels from coast to 
coast. The restaurant menus vary 
little from the menus in restau- 
rants in Iowa or Oregon. Now and 
then a village hotel serves the 
typical dishes, but it is in the 
homes of the people where one 
finds the dishes cooked according 
to the recipes of the grandmothers 
and great-grandmothers. 


There is nothing somber or aus 
tere about the dishes of these 
people. I saw an old, old man 
sedately munching a candied ap- 
ple made by his granddaughter. 
The stems are remoyed from well 
chosen apples and a six-inch skew- 
er of wood is inserted to — 
@ good handle. The proper syru 
is made and the apples are dipped 
and turned in the syrup until 
heavily coated. Then they stand 
on a buttered board until the coat- 
ing is cool and firm. From there 
on nature takes it course. 
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The syrup is prepared by mix- 
ing equal parts of corn syrup 
and cane sugar and cooking to 
the point where a little of It, 
dropped into cold water, forms 
a brittle consistency. A drop of 
cinnamon oil may be added. In 
this hot syrup the apples are 
“dunked.”

@ IF THE victory garden brings 
you a few extra tomatoes, there is 
an authentic Pennsylvania Dutch 
ginger pickle which bears the ap- 
proval of generations of good 
trenchermen. 


Collect 10 pounds of tomatoes 
from the vine, mostly green ones, 
but with about two pounds of the 
10 being red. Scald and peel them 
and slice. Slice with them two 
large lemons and also add five 
cups of sugar, a teaspoonful of 
cloves and a tablespoonful of 
gruund ginger or two or three 
pieces of ginger root. Simmer this 
slowly until the mixture has thick- 
ened. Then put into jars, seal and 
set aside for a few weeks. Then 
it is ready to serve. 


Over theif generous salad, the 
Pennsylvania Dutch add liberal 
amounts of substantial cooked 
dressing, made like this: 


" Mix ohe tablespoon flour, one 
tablespoon sugar, one teaspoonful 
dry mustard, one teaspoonful salt. 
In another bowl] mix two table- 
spoons olive oil and six of vinegar 
and stir into the dry ingredients. 
last of all, stir in one cup of 
cream and the beaten yolks of four 
eggs. Place in top pan of double 
boiler and stir slowly until mixture 
thickens. If too thick, add a little 
more vinegar. A very good dress- 
ing for potato salad, beet-root sal- 
ad and bean salad. 


And here is a man’s dish for 
dessert—blackberry mush: 


Put four cups of blackberries 
and two cups of sugar into a bowl 
and set aside. Add a little lemon 
juice, if you like. Now mix two 
cups of flour, four teaspoonsful of 
baking powder and two pinches of 
salt with one tablespoonful of but- 
ter and a scant cup of milk. When 
this batter is mixed with the ber- 
ries, pour into a well-buttered mold 
and steam for three quarters of 
an hour.

Wartime Cuts of Meat 


ec 


HAVE just received a most 

handy booklet from the Amer- 

ican Meat Institute on wartime 
cuts of meat with which the house 
wife should familiarize herself. 
True, the American housewife 
knows little or nothing about pre- 
paring these miscellaneous cuts, 
but once she gets the knack of it, 
and learns the various methods of 
cooking the different cuts of meat, 
she and the family will be delighted 
with the result. 

Most men are fond of braised 
meats, as they will invariably order 
them when dining in a restaurant, 
such as short ribs of beef, oxtail 
joints and various cuts from the 
shoulder of lamb. Braising is sim- 
ply a method of browning meat 
quickly, adding very little water 
and cooking slowly in a tightly 
covered pan which keeps the mois- 
ture in. Certain cuts of pork and 
‘veal lend themselves to this type 
of cooking and come out tender 
and delicious, Here are some of 
the mouth-watering recipes: 

BRAISED SHORT RIBS. 

Two pounde beef short ribs, flour, 
two tablespoons lard, two teaspoons 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
one-half onion, one-half cup water, 
two carrots, one-half green pepper 
(if desired), two stalks celery. 

Cut short ribs into individual 
squares and flour them. Brown 
slowly on all sides in lard, allow- 
ing 20 to 30 minutes for browning. 
Add seasonings, onion (minced), 
and one-half cup of water. Cover 
closely and simmer for two hours. 
Add vegetables, cut small, and con- 
tinue cooking for 30 to 40 minutes. 
Remove meat to platter, thicken the 
vegetable gravy with one table- 
spoon of flour stirred into one-half

cup of water. Serves/four or five. 
Serve with pan-fried/ pétatoes. 


BRAISED OX INTS. 

One ox tail, flour, two table- 
spoons butter, one cup water, one 
cup canned tomatoes, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one teaspoon celery salt, 
four whole.cloves, one bay leaf, 
three cups diced carrots, two small 
onions, chopped, one-half clove of 
garlic, one-fourth cup diced tur- 
nips, one-fourth cup lemon juice. 


Cut oxtail in short lengths for 
ox joints, roll in flour and brown 
in one tablespoon of butter slowly, 
about 15 minutes. Add water, to- 
matoes and seasonings; simmer 
about two hours or until tender. 
Brown carrots, onions, garlic and 
turnips in one tablespoon butter 
three or four minutes; add to meat 
and cook one-half hour longer. 
Add lemon juice the last ten min- 
utes of cooking. Serves four or 
five. Serve with head lettuce with 
Bleu cheese dressing. 


HUNGARIAN GOULASH. | 

Two pounds beef chuck or neck 
meat, two onions, two tablespoons 
butter, one-eighth teaspoon cara- 
way seed (if desired); paprika, one- 
half teaspdon powdered marjoram, 
one clove of garlic, one and one- 
half teaspoon salt, one cup water. 

Cut meat into one-inch cubes. 
Let onions brown in butter, then 
add meat and let it brown lightly. 
Add caraway seed, marjoram, 
chopped garlic and enough paprika 
to effect a noticeable red color. Add 
water and salt, cover and simmer 
two and one-half hours. Add more 
water if necessary. Whole potatoes 
may be added to the goulash one- 
half hour before done. Some gou- 


lash recipes call for the addition 
of tomatoes. Strained tomatoes 
may be substituted for water in 
this recipe, Serves six.

Cut the veal into cubes and 
cover with hot salted water. Cook 
for 30 minutes. Add the vegetables 
and cook slowly until they are 
done.

Pour into 
casserole dish and cover with bak- 
ing powder biscuits and cook in 
moderately hot oven (400 degrees) 
until the biscuits are done, about 
15 minutes.

IERRE MONTEUX and the 

San Francisco Symphony Or- 

chestra continue their record- 
ing of established French master 
works with a performance of Vin- 
cent d'Indy’s Symphony No. 2 in 
B-Filat (Victor 5 records). No one 
will challenge d’Indy’s right to oc- 
cupy a respected place in the 
ranks of French composers, but 
his character, which is quite as 
obvious as the place of his birth, 
does not justify his being included 
among the true exponents of the 
French style. 


If clarity, balance and exquisite 
sensibility are the chief distinc- 
tions of French composition, 
d’Indy may scarcely be regarded 
as a Frenchman. In his large or- 
chestral compositions, d'’Indy is 
bemused by the chromaticism of 
Cesar Franck and the harmonic 
coloring of Richard Wagner and 
he is also a practitioner of the 
cyclic form which Cesar Franck— 
his preceptor and prototype— 
Seemed to regard as a necessary 
device for maintaining unity of 
thought. 

In the Second Symphony, d’Indy 
employs the cyclic form with con- 
siderable skid. The themes which 
are announced in the first move- 
ment, reappear in various disguises 
and against a constantly shifting 
background throughout the whole 
composition. It cannot be said, 
however, that this device brings 
his musical thought into a clear 
focus, for the effect of the sym- 
phony on the hearer is that of an 
overlong fantasia. 

The Second Symphony does have 
@ sort of fresh and windswept 
quality. Nor can one doubt that 
the composer is writing sincerely, 
for despite all of its too frequent 
gustiness and unexciting excite- 
ment, he seems to be striving for 
@ just representation of his own 
emotions.

The first four concertos in this 
monumental series, as recorded by 
thé Busch Chamber Players, were 
issued last month in one album. 
The second album, containing the 
fifth and sixth concertos, is the 
prime offering in Columbia's July 
list (6 records). The Fifth Con- 
certo is played by Adolf Busch, 
violinist, Marcel Moyse, flutist, and 
Rudolf Serkin, pianist, and a string 
orchestfa. Dr. Busch performs 
with his usual scholarly compe- 
tence, but the Messrs. Moyse and 
Serkin give the performance an 
added suppleness. 

Mr. Serkin is quite as remark- 
able a chamber music artist as a 
soloist. His natural warmth and 
brilliance are tempered to the 
needs of the ensemble. 

The first movement Concerto 
No. 6, in B-flat, has the most un- 
usual emotional range of the whole 
series. Though it is held down to 
earth by a persistent rhythmic 
figure — a sort of proto-boogie- 
woogie—the melodic substance is 
frankly romantic. This concérto is 
scored for two violas, two violas da 
gamba, ‘cello, double bass and 
piano. The string playing is all of 
@ virtuoso quality. 


SCHUMANN: FRAUEN LIEBE 
UND LEBEN, 


Schumann's high-minded senti- 
Ment was never more effectively 
expressed than in this song cycle 
and it would be difficult to imag- 
ine an interpreter who could do 
better justice to both their sense 
and their sound than Mme. Lotte 
Lehmann. Mme. Lehmann record- 
ed a number of these lieder to or- 
chestral accompaniment about 12 
years ago. The present album, 
(Columbia, three 10-inch records). 
has been undertaken in collabora- 
tion with Bruno Walter at the 
piano. In the older recordings, 
Mme. Lehmann’s voice was richer 
and more generously supplied with 
overtones. Because of that fact 

ps, she _ allowed herself 
greater liberties of expression. In 
the present volume, however, her 
vocal restrictions have been ac- 
companied by an added subtlety. 
Within a more limited dynamic 
range, she achieves a greater va- 
riety of emphasis. The phrasing 
is more rounded, the line is more 
fluent and there are no intrusions 
of audible breathing as in the 
earlier recordings. 

Mr. Walter supplies a consist- 
ently sensitive accompaniment. 


‘HENRY COWELL: TALES OF 
OUR OOUNTRYSIDE. 

This recording is by the All- 
American Orchestra under the di- 
rection of Leopold Stokowski (Co- 
lumbia, two records), with the 
composer at tlre piano. The mate- 


rial of this work is lyrical and. 


folk-like in character, but were it 
not for the title, one would never 
suppose that it had been inspired 
by the California coast, the Hud- 
gon River valley, the Iowa corn- 
fields and the plains of Kansas. 
The music is more Gaelic than 
American. It has the virtue, how- 
ever, of being fresh and easy to 
take. Though Mr. Cowell is a con- 
temporary composer, he does not 
strive for harmonic or melodic 
novelties, but the novel touch is 
present in the employment 
of pianistic “tone clusters.”

quotas, if you are watering 
your garden with a nozzle spray or 
the old-fashioned ‘thumb-on-hose 
sprinkling. 


To sit on the porch and hope for 
rain is better than getting aut the 
hose and just showering the foliage 
and sprinkling the hot soil surface. 
For instance, here’s what sprin- 
kling does to our precious tomato 
plamats. The golden yellow tomato 
flowers are fertilized by insects, 
bees usually. As the bees search 
for sweet juices in the flowers, the 
dry pollen is brushed against the 
flower’s stamen. Visiting one 
blossom after another, the bees 
cross pollinate and fertilize the 
flowers with the bits of dry pollen 
that stick to them. Then, as the 
petals dry and the flowers fall, the 
tiny green tomato has already be- 
gun to “set.” 

Now the gardener comes along 
with his hose. The water showers 
down on the flowers. At first the 
drops of water may shake the dry 
pollen from the flowers. Then, as 
the water continues to sprinkle 
down, the remaining pollen is wet- 
ted. When it is wet, it won't cling 
to the next bee that comes along. 
The visiting of the bees is made 
useless to that important fertiliza- 
tion program, The wet pollen just 
stays on the pistil, accomplishing 
nothing. 

“My tomato plants look so heal- 
thy, they’re full of flowers, but 
there’s no fruit.” That a 
common complaint hereabouts, and 
sprinkling is plainly responsible in 
many cases. Two out of three gar- 
deners with the no-fruit problem 
I've querried, reply, “Of course, 
I've been sprinkling the tomato 
plants regularly.” Too much shade, 
which prevents the pollen from 
drying properly, is another reason 
for the dropping off of unferti- 
lized tomato flowers. 

A thorough soaking of the soil 
about once a week is what our 
vegetable gardens want. The water 
must go down at least four inches. 

How to do it? Here are.sey- 
eral suggestions. Take your choice, 
for they all promise the good 
soaking that is the “must.” 

If you, as I, had to make outlet 
drainage ditches to carry off the 
early and late spring rains, then 
you are all set with irrigation 
channels. Throw a few shovels- 
full of earth at the low point, to 
hold back the water. Now get out 
the hose and take off the nozzle. 
For soil soaking, the hose should 
be laid on the ground, to flow 
slowly between the rows. 

Under the hose end, you may 
place a board, a large stone or an 
old pan. Then, when you turn 
on the water to a slow flow, it 
won’t wash. The cool water will 
slowly seep along and down into 
the dry earth. 

Watch how the water circulates 
between the rows. You may need 
to move the hose from one row to 
another, if the water does not find 
its way between the rows by nat- 
ura] slope. In any case, it will 
certainly take at least an hour, 
probably more, to give a 25x40 foot 
garden the thorough soaking that 
promises the best results. 

You can judge the necessary tim- 
ing by digging down the next day, 
to see just how deep the water 
reached. Look over the situation, 
also, to see if a little hoe-work, be- 
fore the next weekly watering, will 
mean a much better job. Maybe 
you will want to deepen the be- 
tween-row space here or there 
where the water didn’t flow, or 
cut a channel through a row, 80 
that the water can really get 
around. 

Canvas hose, to add to the end 
of your regular garden hose, is the 
most up-to-date watering method 
for the vegetable or flower garden. 
It works marvelously. The water 
seeps through the heavy fabric all

along its length. This type of 
hose comes in 12, 18, 30 and 50 foot 
lengths, is not at all expensive and 
is the answer to “depth-soaking.” 

All you do is to lay the fabric 
hose, wherever you want it, right 
on the ground. You can lay it 
along one row and turn it up the 
next, as you will. It won't twist; 
it won't kink! It is light in weight 
and easy to handle. Just screw is 
coupling onto your garden hose 
and turn on the water to a slow 
flow. 

There are years of service in can- 
vas hose, if you will just be sure 
to hang it-up off the ground and 
out of the sun when it is not in 
use. Fix up a short wood arm in 
the garage, to hang it on. Mildew, 
from ground dampness, is sure to 
attack canvas ‘hose, left in the 
garden rows between usings. 

x « * 

THE LATEST reports on my 
cucumber barre] put it in the “E” 
production class, I think, as well 
as shed some interesting light on 
the watering question. It is just 
a nail keg, filled with good soil 
and peat moss. A large, deep tin 
can with nail holes punched in the 
bottom and along the sides, is sunk 
in the keg for a watering device. 
A little over a month ago, I plant- 
ed five cucumber seeds in that 
small keg. Thinned to the three 
hardiest plants, you should see how 
they now trail down over the sides 
of the keg and around on the 


rass. 

Checked against the yardstick, 
the two cucumbers I’ve picked this 
week, measured 8% and 8% inches 
respectively. Plenty more whop- 
pers are coming along; all well- 
shaped. 

That’s fast and big production, 
and here’s the reason, I’m sure. 
Every evening, I’ve poured two 
and sometimes three or four 
quarts of water into the tin can set 
into the keg. I judge how much 
the keg needs by watching how 
quickly the water sinks down in 
the can. Once a week when the 
vines were small, and now, twice 
a week, I add a cupful of victory 
garden fertilizer to the water. 

Plenty of food and moisture are 
required when plants are growing 
and setting fruit as vigorously as 
those cucumbers are. And the cu- 
cumber family ts continually the 
thirstiest of our garden citizens. 
The squashes, melons and al] the 
cucumber family will do best with 
a watering each or at least every 
othe~ evening in hot dry weather. 

The watering tactics for the cu- 
cumber family are much simplified 


if you set the perforated tin cans | 


into their hills and give them extra 
drinks, by filling up the cans a 
few times each evening. For the 
rest of the garden, once a week 
soaking is the rule.

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OTATO salad time is here 
Prsatn, now that new red pota- 

toes are down to .a price which 
takes them out of the class of 
semi-precious gems. The news of 
a big crop coming up is really 
“something to, shout about,’”’ com- 
ing as it does with so much unwel- 
come news -of other shortages. 
But there is little hope that they 
will be very cheap and this makes 
it more important than ever to 
handle them so very edible bit of 
potato will find its way to the 
table and not to the garbage can. 
Potatoes hide a layer of minerals 
just under the skin and when we 
eel them carelessly, we are likely 
to lose this layer along with the 
skin. With new potatoes, it is well 
to cook them in their jackets; 
then, when you strip off the thin 
ribbons of peel from the little 
cooked spuds, you can be sure 
you have saved all their flavor and 
nutritive value. 


Wiener and Potato Salad. 
One egg; one tablespoon flour; 
three-fourths teaspoon dry mus- 
tard; three tablespoons sugar; one- 
half teaspoon salt; one-half tea- 
spoon seasoned salt; one-fourth cup 
vinegar; one-fourth cup milk; one- 
half pound wieners, sliced; three 
cups cooked, cubed potatoes; one 
small onion, sliced thin; one-half 
cup diced celery.

Symphony Concerts 
May Mean Millions 


to Nets and Stations 


Tis possible that before long 

radio will be deriving a revenue 

of four million dollars a year or 
more from sponsored symphony 
orchestra broadcasts. 

The contract for sponsorship of 
the NBC Symphony Orchestra 
broadcasts on the NBC net, includ- 
ing KSD, Sunday afternoons for a 
year after Aug. 1 involves about 
$785,000 for time on the stations 
thus far agreeing to carry the 
series, and for musicians’ and con- 
ductors’ salaries, The Sunday New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra con- 
certs, which are carried on 117 
CBS net stations, cost nearly $20,- 
000 a week for time and close to 
$10,000 a week for musicians and 
soloists, or a total of around $1,- 
500,000 a year. 

The CBS net, which has a three- 
year contract with the Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra, effective Oct. 
2, expects to get about $8000 a 
week for time and $10,000 a week 
for musicians, conductor and so- 
loists when it finds a sponsor for 
the series by this orchestra planned 
for 12 noon to.1 o’clock Saturdays. 

The Blue net is offering for sale 
its Boston Symphony Orchestra 
series now scheduled Saturday 
nights. Cost of these concerts to 
a sponsor would be about the same 
as that of the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra series on the CBS net.
